T hese Iilsta of Antiqtiariari Eommiis in the Cerattal Pfovinces and. Berfcr are 
oompiltid from old manuscript and printed lists, very imperfeot, General Sir 
Alexander Cunningham’fl Beporta, the Central ProTinces and BerAr Gazetteers, a 
short list in Hr, Burgess' Lists of Bemains in the Bombay Presidency, additions and 
oorrections roceiTcd from Histriot Officers, and information gleaned personally 
during two tours which I made in 180 2'd3>04 through portions of these districts, Xii e 
orders of Govenmient with regard to tliis compilation are ocfniamod in the Govern- 
ment of Bombay Bcsolutions in the General Department, Jfos. 3355 of the 12th July, 
3851 of the 24th October, 3913 of the Sfitb October, 1893, and in the Goromment of 
Tndifl. letters in the Revenue and Agricultural Department (Archieology), T'tos. ^ 
of the 8th August and ^ of the 19tb October 1894, 

This does not profess to be a perfect and exhaustive list and must be accepted as 
provisional, for there are still very large tracts in the Central Provinces which have 
not yet been examined by the antiquarian, and hardly by any one else. Owing, too, 
to the want of an elementary acquaintance with antiquarian remains, or even a pass¬ 
ing interest in them, on the part of many District Officers, much of the information 
obtained from them is very defective, and many entries of uniuteresting and modem 
obiecte have been included in their ratums which should not have toimd a place at 
alL To avoid the possibility of removing genuine entries in weeding these out. in 
the absence of fuller infonnation, I have allowod many doubtful cnes to stand as 

they arc.

Before cempOntion rough lists were dreulatal among District Officers for addition, 
«, oormottons. Since the final lists taY« h«u printed it was found necessary to 
enler again to those officers for the eorroct loeatioc of certain places for the maps, and 
this has in some instances brought forth new spelUng mtd oorroedon of names which 
were oYorioohed in the first instance, hut imye oome too late to he used m the tent

1. Nd^gpur, Tta only lemiunR of interest at NIkgpur itself are tbe scnlptures 
and inscribed slabs Tvhich are gnthened together in the iiiUEi?unL These have Ijeen 
collected from various quarters withm the Central Proi-dnces. Prom BilhM there 
are several well-carved piBarB, a colossal head and bust of a and a scidptured 

door-jamb i from noshangAbftd two Jaina and one other dguro; from M&ndbatA 
two large elephants and a large liead of §iva; from Khandwa portions of Jaina figures; 
from Burbanpur some Jaina images and fragments; from Chhndfi several figure 
Bculptures. Seoni is represented by some well-out images of Lahshmi-N^rfiyana 
and Vishnu; Mandla by a miscdlanoous lot of figures including several ttaii atones; 
Sitabaldi MU, N4gpur, by a curiously carved slab oontammg an inSdiption and 
rows of boats in relief, an old iron gun, and a linga *; Bhand^rd by some images 
of sorts; Eatanpur by three door-jambs and other figures: and BDAspur by a largo 
fin^ of Brabina. In additkm to the above there are some fragmenta not lahelled, 
and some good, but late, wood <^vmg. There are some Jaina and Hindu figures 
from Nnn&r, Cbicboli, Bfighnadi, and Lanji, and five heavy sandstone sarcophagi 

from Sironcha. 

PnSntpltonS*-"Thero are thirteen slabs bearing inscriptions, lalwllcd as having 
come from AmaraTcantak, Jalialpnr, Bilharii EMpur, Eatanpur, Lhnji, and Chdnd^i. 
Impresdotis have been taken off aU of these, and some of them have been published 
with translatkmfi in the Journals of the Bombay Branch of tbe Eoyal Asiatic Society 
for 1843 and 1843, in the SVnth volume of General Cunningham's Eeporta, and in 
Parte I and V of the first, !£ and XU of the second, and Tll of the third volumes 
of JftJicoi. 

♦ 2. Adds^j 18 miles north-west of Xagpur, and connectiid with that place by 
a country track. Hero are five old temples and two tanks. This part of the country 
^as in * old times caUed “ Vidarbhadesa," and the present locality « AdAsa 

Kshetra.'* 

(1) The temple of Gonapati contains an image of Vakratunda or Gaiiapati, 
nuidc of a single stone so set up that worshippers may walk around it. Then? is said 
to be beneath it a small imago made of K4shmiri stone which is heUeved to have h«m 
set up by the god Indm, The temple is said to have been bmlt over the image by 
the famous Hemftdpant. The present tabfid mafiftapa* is reported to have been huBt 
by Sambhfiji Bunbiii, son of E&ghoji I, ruler of Kftgpur, in the F^H year 1181. 
GosAvis are the attached worshippers, who womhip in tlio morning, offer their 
piesents at noon, and closse the doors of the temple in the evening after making the

arti (presmting lights). Tlie temple is* on tho ivtole* in good order* and Is mam- 
tamed hy a Goverament gmnt of money and soma land. It is in the custody of tlie 
widlgiizdrs of AdAs^. There is a cell behind the mountam. In this cell BagAji 
Bhure, a devotee, is stiid to have performed his austerities aliont a century ago. 1 his 
Baghjl fixed the Itxailities of the different tirihas mentioned below:— 

Cbenam Tirtia, well in the town, 

OiiikAnt Thlhs, tlie paJta built tank now easting, 

Gancia Tirtba, tbe Eunall puddle neat tbe tank. 

Miishaka Tirtha, the ddtali with the built stepe. 

Ikehu Slgan, the tank at the place. 

Eindu 'Rrtba, the ditch on tbe mountain. 

Madbu SudliA, the riTulet towards DbiperftA road. 

PApnvimothsna Tirtlia* tho rivultit towards the Khapa road. 

(2) The temple of Mahkdeva stands on the hill and is also ascribed to 
Hemhdpant. The three lingas, which am colleotiyely called Tiyambake^vara, are 
believed to have sprung up from the «»rtli spontaneously. The temide is of stone* 
and is in the custody of the mdlguzars of AdAsh* 

Tlio tomples of (3) Maruti* (4) AmhikA, and (5) Kala Bhaifava do not appear 
to be of much accovmt, except in that a part of, or an incomplete Hemadpanti 
temple stands on Uie eAabutrd of the iattor. 

The old tonk of OihMro Tlitba was built of stone masonry by a son of HAghojt I. 
The southern and northem sides fell into decay, but they were afterwards restored 
by the Marathd Queen IfeikA BAi of Tfhgpur. The northern side is again enraibling. 
Tlie small tank of Gane&i Kunda is also one of the eight Urtbaa. Its banks were 
rebuilt by tbs Bhonsle rulers about forty years ago, Jani Bid* the NAtaksala of 
Eaghoji m. built a mitndofi (wall) of bricky which is still in existence. 

JXI. * 3. Ambald,, a tank a mile and a half east of E&mtek and about 28 nul^ 

north-east of NAgpur. Tradition traces the origin of this tank as far hack a<4 the 
TretS Yaga. One Aml>a Eaja bathed in this tank while out hunting, and was 
thereby completely cured of a troublesome skin disease. In gratitude he enlarged 
the tank and built the ghdts which lead down to the water. Standing around the 
tank are the following buildings :—(1) A palace said to have been built by a Sdrya 
Yams! ruler, with hewn atones and mortar, on the north of tho tank. (2) Pancha- 
kalasi Eangid* a sort of Imtion with five domes, built of hewn stoDiS and mortar. 
(3) A temple of 32 pillam, built by the MarathAs. {-t) A large gate towards the 
south, (fi) A temple dedicated to Surya Nfirayana. (6) A tcmplo to ^fahadeva. 
(7) The ghats built previous to, but repaired by, the Bhouslm, In addition to these* 
several temples have bean built by the families of Bhalamv, Jamdar, and others. 
The tank is in good repair, hut is not in the custody of any one. 

III. * 4. Ambhord, 35 mhes east-south-east of N&gpur and 10 miles {south of Ehaji- 

durA, on the Waingangfl river. There is here a temple of Chaitanye^Tara, said to ho 
a Hindu one and built by Hemadpant. Eairs are held here on the Hindu ft^tival 
days of J/wAd Sivardtri and on. other particular holy days, when pilgrims attend 
from Niigpur, BhandarA, IJmrer, and other places. There is a grant of BlOO per 
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annum fivim tlie District Dnml for the repair of the road from the rilb^e to the hill. 
One Antohft Kalar of Na^ur has repaired the temple thoroughly. Here is also the 
samadha of Har Jlar Sr Ami, where a hall was huilt hy the Bhonsie EafAs of Nagpur 
of wood and t^tones with mortar. Its surrounding walls wore repainjd hy NAnA SAheb 
Chitnayis. There am steps built for ascending the hill towarda the temple. More 
recently repamsd by AntobA Kalar and others of NAgpur. 

nr. . Bhivugud, 18 miles to the north of NAgpur, Close to the Tench riyer, on 

the top of a very steep hill, aro the remains of this fort. The top of the hill is 
encircled mtli walls made of ponderous ma&ses of rock. Tlie lines of defence, 
especially over the pathway leading up the hillside, are constructed with somo shill. 
The work is evidently very ancient, and is referred by the people to the “ GraTulis." 

III. • 6. Bhivapur, a town 16 miles south-east of Umrer and 44 from NAgpur. 

It was a very early settlement of the Gonds, the original settler haying been one 
Bhimaa, who in tho middle of the ICth century huilfc the now dilapidated fort as a 
protection to bis Little colony. Here are numerous iaii monuments in the shai>e of 
pUlaTs, lioth sq^uared and rough, slabs, and rude monoliths. One slab, mt^uring 10 
feet high and 5 feet broad, is set np on a chabutrd in the market place, and is now 
worshipped with copious lUiaUous of sour milk, oil, and vermillion. Close to it stands 
a square dtpaddna or pillar. On the crest of the embankment of the tank arc 
several *<ifi stones, the shelving 1»inks on the city sides haying numerous little aati 
cltabuirds and temples. At the north-east end of the city are the mins of the fort. 
{See General Cunn.ingliam.’s Vol. VU., p- 121.J 

ITT ’' 7. Bbugdon, IG miles north of Untrer and 14 miles south-east of NAgpur. An 

old tein|jle of Alahadcva and a tank called Pushkariui, constructed of great blocks of 
stones without mortar, not sculptured, and ascribed to HeinAdi>ant. The temple is 
in a good state of preservation, but the tank has fallen out of repair. 

HI- * 8. Borgaon, 4 miles west of NAgpur; in the neighbourhood are some old stone 

circles similar to those at Junapanh They are said to he of Scythian origim 

III. 9. Daheg^on, 12 miles north of KAgpur, a tank hnilt hy Baka BAi at a cost 

of about ltl0,000. The Nagpur EajA performed a ceremony in honour of the 
in the FaM year 1349, on his return from BenAtes, It belongs to the Bhonsle 
estate. 

III. * 10. Dhdpevdrd, 24 milBs north-west of Nagpur. Temple of VitliohA, also a 

fort which was huUt for protection against tho PindAris. The imago ensbrinod in the 
temple Is to have arisen spontaneously mider the boughs of a banyati rooted in 
the sand of the river on the bank of which stands the temple. One Umarji AbA, 
who was in the service of the NAgpur Eajas, got the temple erected over this idol 
alKiut 125 years o^o, in obedience to a divine injunction. Afterwards one Tmmji 
Pant alifts BApuji BrAhman,built the present hall (*aihd mais^tjlapa) and the car 
{ratha) about 80 years ago. The norlhcm and southern ifides of the temple were in 
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rums when ituratsinha Jam^dar ro-built them at his own espenso in 1252 FutU. He 
also built the front temples of Piindalika and Hfiruti, togetber with the the 

river, about 60 years ago. This pkdt is now out of repair. The old hall of the 
temple was rene;ed by Govind Sinha Jamfidar in 1275 Fosii. The temple is now 
in good order and is supported by Gorermnent grant or The worship and 

other ceremonies connected with this temple ate regularly performed. A 
attochtHl to the temple also gets a fiemndk ptmsian. In the months of Kartika 
and Ishddha lairs are hdd, when the car is movcfd with great pomp. 

* 11. DigraS. Between Bigras and Savargaon are a number of stone ciroles 
covering fl-n area of ahout 3 miles. 

- 12. Dongartal, about two miles to the west of the present metalled road, mid¬ 

way bet%veen Beoni and 2f&gpur. Possesses a locydly sacred tanh, the ruins of a 
small fort, probably modem, and a small insStription of two lines on the rock. IHe 
inscription is in modem characters and seems to be the record of a pilgrim. There is 
notliing of interest in the place. (General Cnimingbain’filteports, Vol. YII., p, lOD.) 

13. Garpaiii. Near the village there is a bill known as Kola Surav Pahiid in 
which are four cav®. In one of them is the image of Mahadeva (§iva). Ko one 
worships there regularly, but some people go and otter their prayers, etc., on the 
Hindu holiday called Sivardtri. A temple built by Antobfi Kalar of Nagpur, 

/ 14. Ghogrd and Savaga. These are very curious old buildings. The stones 

hsed are very massive and the carving good. No cement of any kind is to be traced. 
They consist of a centre mom with a dome formed with considerable skill, a portico 
in front and two little rooms on each side of the centre room. These and all the 
other temples above named, made without cement, are referred by the people to the 
work of the JlhfiU, Tltey are certainly very old, but they appear to be Hindu and 
EOt Buddhist This belief is strengthened by the esdstence of a very distinct carvhig 
of Gane&i in the centre of the Savaga temple. 

/ 15- Ghorar and Kohali, 15 and 20 miles north-west of NSgpur, stone circles 
cOA'ering a very great area ahont the villages Khapri and Ubji between Ghorar and 

KobalL 

- 16. Gumgadu, 10 miles south-west of N&gpur, The temple of Mabadeva 
erected bv Rani BakA Bai, grand-mother of Eagboji III, about the Fmli year 121 fi. 
The building is said to have cost her about E5,000. The village waa a mpA-jsd to 
Eftni Darya Eii, who mamtained the temple. 

17. Gumgion, a small village, 12 miles south of Ndgpur, has an old fort of 
oonuderable size, and a well-huilt temple of Ganapati. 


18, Hingna, 10 miles south-west of N&gpur, Formerly there was an army 
encampment in the neighbourhood of ningna, and large stones are here ami there 
set up- There are two heaps of stones on the way to Nfigpur. 
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‘ 19. Jakhapur, 7 miles north of Xa^pm on the SaTaner road, an old temple of 
Efili, oonstrueted of great blocks of stone mthont mortar, Imt not decorated. It is 
in a good state of preservation. It is snnoimded hy an enclosure (d bnekwork bi^t 
recentlv. Tl;e itMd ma^daptt k also of recent date, having lieen built by a eoncubme 
of the kSgpiir HS ja. 'Ihe shrine is 17'X 16', the saUd wicndopa 33^ X 31^ and the 
enclosure 114'X 70'. A fair is held here annually on. the 15 Chaitm in honour of the 
dfivi. Tliere are a few indm fields for the maiuteuance of the temple. The 
building is ascribed to HeniAdpaiit * 

* 20. Jalalkheda, situated about 14 miles west of Katol. The remains of a 
large*^fi>rt ascribed to the Gavali llajas, and for nearly 2 miles around the present 
Village WlQ tracer of tliD old town, 

/ "l. Junapani, B milaa west of JTagrur. In tbe noighbouilimKl are numbers 

of stone circles. These dreles are of great nge. No one can now say esaetly irlmt 

Uret are. but it is commonly belioved that they mark the site of temporary encami> 
meits of tbe Gavaiis, or pastoral triboa who wanOcred from place to place with 
thdr eattle. Others say that sneb places were formerly used for interrmg fad 

Sometimes iron nails and tools are found beneath tbe stones. Posably they 

aro of Scythian origm. 

. 22. Kalmesvara, 14 miles of Kagpur. In the centre of the to^ on 
elevated ground, is an old fortress. It k said to have been huht hj a Hmdn famUy 
from Delhi, which, in the timo of Bakht Buland, the Gond rfijS of Deogad, 
maintained for the royal serviee a force of 400 infantry and 100 cavalry. 

. 23. Kandala, 13 miles north-west of Xagpur, An old temple said to have 
been built by HemAdpant 

. 04 Katol, 3(1 miles north-wwt of Nagpur. The remains of an old frataro 
stal to be seen oTorbanging tbe rirer banka. There is a curious temple here of Tory 
oarlT date, btrilt entirely of layers of sandstone, wbkb must have been quarried 
mai^T miles off. No mortar la used about It and the stones haye many grotesque 
cam to-i. It la called the bouse of Bbartai, but is without an image or any legend, 
that of an undefined mlmculons origin. Tlda part of tbe country la sard to be 
the ancient Kuntalapuia. tbe ruler of which waa Cbandiahisya, a contomporary of 
Durbuddlii Pradhftua meutioued in th& ^nrdnas. 

. 23. Kelodh, 30 miles north-west of Nftgpnr. The temple of the Kakrantln 
supposed to be one of the 300 temples built by Hemadpant. It was for some time 

occupied bv a ftp or concubine. 

temple portion no longer exists; there k only a or hall, 

and even this is falling into decay. ya-j wbiVh 

On one of the stones is an inscription in a character like JJalahodh^, which 
has not yet lieon deciphered. Local traditbu aa^igus it to the /calamnhn. She 
is said I have hidden her treasures under it. and to have given order, that no one but 
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a relative eboulil remove the stone. There are eigns cf an attempt having lieen 
to raise it, hut by whom and with what success is not known. (2) Also a ruined fort. 

Mahodha, 21 miles east of JT^gpur, has a very curious aafi stone, on the 
face of which is a very rudely carved female figure, Btanding to the front, and 
bolding a club in her left hand. (Cunningham’s Boporte, Vd. XTIL, p, 1.) 

Mansur, 24 mi]^ north-east of JrSgpiir, Hill and temple of Hirlimb^ 
This paidd (MU) has the tradition that some centuries ago a great female demon, 
hy name Hidimha, mud to live on it, in a palace hnUt by herself. The existing tank 
is also said to he of her creation. About a centniy ago every traveller who liappeued 
to halt here could get, it is said, out of the tank all the utensils refjuired for 
cooking himself a mmL The only condition imposed on the traveller was that he 
should restore them to the tank when he had done with them. Once upon a tinte a 
traveller who had had the use of tlie utensils appropriated them out of covetousness. 
No sooner \s && this solemn condition broken tli<m the supply of cooking ntensUs ceased. 
The temple does not now exist. Also a temple to the god “ Miabhan^* where an 
annual Jdira is held in the month of Ghaitra. 

o 2S- Nagardhan, 4 miles south of Bamtek; a temple dedicated to Botesvara, 
and an old ruined fort. 

» 29. Navargdon, 2 mUes south-east of AmbalA tank. On a poAdd, or liill, within 
the limits of the village, but close to AmbMd tank, is a temple with a mbkd inaudapa 
dedicated to Nagarjuna. 

III. 4 30. Nildhoa, 1C miles west of Nagpur- Stuno circles. 

m. 31. Parsconi, 16 miles north of Nagpur. A Jaina temple and remains of a fort. 

This temple is built of wMte stone, and the image is of a wMte marble. The 
worsMppers are Jains and M&rvAdis. The temple is in fair condition. 

The remains of the fort are situated on the top of a very steep MU close by the 
Pench river. The top of the hill is fenced round with walls made of ponderous 
masses of rock. 

The lines of defence, especially over the pathway leading up the hill sido, am 
constructed with some skill. The work is evidently very ancient indeed, and is 
referred by the people to the " Gavalis.” 

III. '32. Patauseongi, 10 miles north-west of Nagpur. This place is of consider¬ 

able antiqui^. Traditions in the **Svasth&mk” (Goud Rajas’) family toD how in 
A. H. 1742, in the struggle between Wall Shah and the l:^itimate princess, 12,000 
men were massacred by the victorious party in and round the now ruined fort- It 
continued to he the station of a troop of horse up to the dectese of the l^te • 
until lately it was the head-quarters of a tebMh ^ * 
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33. R^mtek, 28 milea noriik-esi^ of KAgpur. The foUoflriTig ai^ itsTemamfl 
and legends i — 

In the Satya Yagrt the district was covered with denee forest, and the HU was 
then tuown under the name of ‘*Tapogiri" (mountaiii of devotion or austerity). 

Afterwards, in the same Yupaj when the god Kainsinha, an ineamation of 
Vishnu, killed Hiranya Kasipu, tho HU acquired the name Sindhragiri, from the 
streams of hlood that issiied from the monster. On this monritaiu Agastj a Ri?lii 
performed his tapah (devotion or austerity). 

In tho reign of Rltiun, a Urdhman, inconBolablu for the death of his son at the 
early age of 300 years (for the limit of life was then tixed at 1,000 years) took the 
corpse to Boma and ascribed the untimely death to the sins of the hero’s 

kingdom. Then Eima asked lus priest, hy name Taakhlha Rishi, to tell him what 
he knew of the cause. The priest repUed that a Sfldin had begun to practise austeri¬ 
ties on the SindhragirL (This is a sin in ^iidras accor ding to the Samiras,) H4ma 
with his hrothcr Lakshmana went to this spot and found the Sfidra m ak f Tig a dfiar- 
mapa at the foot of the SindAragiri. Edma pierced him witli an arrow’ and he 
fainted away saying "EAma” ‘^Eanm.*' No sooner did EAma hitar this dying cry 
than he approached him, and, in remorse, assured him of the restoration of his Hfe, 
and ofEerod him anything that he might ask. But the dying Slidm was happy to 
die in E&ma's presence and only begged that they two—Kdma and Lakslunana — 
should remain where they were to the end of the world, and that his body should 
be turned into a form in which the god §iva Is worshipped). The request 

was readily granted, and the body of the ^hdra was changed into a stone , 
with the name of Bharmeivara. One Benirain Bani is said to have built the present 
temple over the 

RSma, restored the Brdhman’s son to hie, went back to Ayodhyft with all his 
attendants, made over the sovereign authority to bis sons and returned to the Sind dra- 
giri to fulfil the promise given to the dying Sudra. Since his settling on this hill it 
has been called Edmakshetra (Rama’s field) or Eamahjkdi (Emma's hill). 

Afterwards one Hemadpant (some say a Eft-kshasa, and others a Brahman) built 
the following five temples on the Bfimtek hiU:— 

(1) Temple dedicated to Riima, bnllt iif a bind ef dliHcue Etone, commonly known among 
the Hindus as “TtAngoli'' stone, containing images of RSma and Sit/l. 

(i) Temple oE LakshTnannsvimi built of the tjame kind of stone, 

(9) IXmiundin’e temple. 

(4) A temple dedicated to the goddeaa “ EkAdaaL" 

(5) Temple of Ijibshiiii'Nflrdyana. 

(0) Temple of Dhlmies^nfa ^Eahftdevn. 

( 7 ) “A dAarifmaMttfJ'* 

(8) “GcihilaDarvszft." 

All these buildings arc massive and elegant. 

The SQrya Tomii Kings Solar race), who arc said to havo founded the towo of 
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B4mtek, are creditedinth adding the following huUdings to those already enumorated 

as situated on the Mil of Kamtek t 

(I) Rims Jbanikft, 

(3) Temple dedicated to Ventatesa (Latsliim-N’(rfiyaoa). 

(4) Bantpart aretmd tbe fortfeee iwult with hewn stones and mortar. 

(5) Bhauava Darvazft (g»te}. 

(8) SinghpuT gate. 

(7) "A'‘aTftha" gate. 

(S) Temple dedicated, to I) asaiiitlia, 

(9) A large tank. 

(10) Temple built ot® the iniage o£ “ Vaifiba.** The image k said to hare been la esiatence 
dnce the Trctl T»ga. 

(II) Two templeB dedicated to the god Nai-akinha. 

Then followed the Gond kings whose names are not connected with any 
hnildings, except the wall round the fort with two gates known as Parvara gates. 
Ifext to these come the Bhonsle Hnlers. The foUormig works are assigned to them. 

Two flights of stairs, one from the AmhAli tank to the gad, vh,^ the citadel 
where the several temples above specified cluster, and the other from the citadel, 
towards the tov^Ti of Kamtek. 

The well called Sindflia bdsali is said to liave come into existence in thefoUowing 
way. After Naro^lm tiUed the monster Hiranya Kasipu, he threw away hb 
cudgel on the mountain. The impact was so terrible as to make a hole large enough 
for the bdvali. 

This sacred well has bwm, according to the above tradition, in existence since 
the Trotfi Yuga. But its stone building and the adjoining dhariaa&dld are said to 

he the hand-wort of the famous HemAdpant. 

Of the origin of the images of Bahina-BhSu there is the following tradition;— 

Once upon a time tinge lived a hrother and a sbter, the latter serving the former. 
On one occasion the brother got angry and MUed her. They both then came to 
Agariya Rishi for redress. The Rishi consoled them by foretelling the redress of their 
grievance on E&ma’a advent; anil they retiuned to their home and remained there 
for ever. {See Genesral Cmmingham’s Reports, Vol. VU., p. 109 ei »eq.) 

S4 Savaner, 23 miles to the north-west of Nagpur, reached by a good made 
road, the old temple of Ifahfidova, constructod of great Mocks of stonjos without 
mortar, and ascribed to Hemadpant. Also the ruins of a well-planned fort supposed 
to he of Gavali origin. The temple has an income of RIO annually. 

35, Takalghdt, 10 miles south-west of Nflgpur. Mounds around the village, 
and rough stone drcles covering five and a half acres, alx)nt a mile distant, from 
which have been dug fragment of xwttery, ihnt arrow heads, and iron ware, evidcmtly 
of great antiquity. 

O 30. Umrer, 28 miles south-ca.st of Khgpur. A Mardtha fort and an old 
tempM (Cunningham's Reports, ToL TU., p. 118.) 
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37. Walni, 14 miles mdli-west of N&gpur. An old temple ascriLed to 
Hem&dpsmt. 

38. T/V&thoraj 20 miles nortli-west of KAgpiir^ Stone circles knoTni as 

frdM of the GaiValis. It is stated that some two centuries ago a Gavali Ving reigned 
oyer a tract betiyecrt tha Godayari and The Gavalls were pasturing tribes 

who used to wander from place to place with thdr cattloi halting where fodder was 
plentiful and seeking better pastures when they fdt a scarcity impending. These 
circles are said to be the remains cf their temporary encampments. 
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•1. Arvi, 31 milea north-west of Wiirdha. Tlie town h said to hare been 
founded about 300 years ago by Telang Eav, Hindus clidm him as a Brahman, Ibe 
Muhammadana as a MuhammadaiL, and Iwth worship at his tomb. 

. 3. Asbti, 52 milos north-west of Wardhi, the mausoleums of Muhammad KMn 
and jUimad Khfin Kiazi. The Emperor Jahangir gare the Ashti parga«d in jdgir 
to Muhammad Xh&n Hiazi, an A^han noble of high rant and repute. He died at 
Ashti in 1037 Fasli and was buried there, and a handsome mausoleum was built 
over hk grave, Ahmad Kh&n ^%ai succeeded him, and after a r^e of 14 years died 
at Ashti in 1061 -Fasit: a similar mausoleum was built oTer his tomb. The two 
stand side by side within an enclosure. Also the remains of an old Mar&tha fort. 

* 3, Bhiri, IS miles west of Wardhi, a sculptured temple of Gop&la Deva which 
is in good reiiair. There are two mokasa villages, the profits of which are devoted ^ 
to the support of the temple. 

, 4. Birul, 19 miles west of Wardhd, a mud fort which is ruined. 

, 5. Devalv^dS, a fine temple of Eukmi 

. 6. Girar, 37 mBcs east of WardM, shrine of Khwfija Parid, This saint was 
honl in Hindithan and at last settled on the Girar hill- The ZeoEtic caEncretious on 
the Girar bill are said to be the petrified cocoanuts and other artieles of merehaudise 
Lelonging to travelling traders who mocked the saint, on which he turned their whole 
stock in trade into stones as a punishment. They implored his pardon; and he 
created a fresh stock for them from dry leaves, 

7. Keljhar, IT mfles narth-eaat of WardM, an old fort, and a temple of 
Ganapati. Keljhar is said to occupy the site of an ancient city caUed Chakrangar, 
an account of which, and of the dmnm which preyed upon it, is to be found in the 
MahdbMrata. 

- 8. Naebangfion, 21 miles south-west of Wardhft, a fort which was success¬ 
fully used by the inhabitants fer purposes of self-defence against the Pindhris. A 
curved stone in the waE which is in the middle of the fort purports to sliow that fcho 
building was constructed four centuries ago by one Had Shdh Lar. 

9. Psunar, 6 milea north-east of Wardha, a fort andfaat^lfT. The fort appears 
to have T««n a place of considerable strength. The ruins of the old town wall are still 
traceable, and one of the gateways, a la^e imposing stmeture of atone, yet remains. 
Tliere ia nn inSEIftplion in what appeats to be t-ho Devandgari character upon the 
gateway. 
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TTT - * 10. Pohna, on the TTturdM river PthH about 10 isules sonth-west of Hmgangh&t, 

a temple of Bndresvara, constniotod of stone and mortart and said bv some to have 
been bmlt by Pratab Budra. Others aserilie it to Hem&dpant. It is in mins, 
but its repair is about to be undertaken. 

ITT. ' 11. Puigdon, 21 miles west of Wardha, temple of Mabbdeva. 

in. ♦ 12. Rhoni, a fine temple of Kotelvara, on the banks of the ’WardiS, about 20 

miles south-west from Wardh^ constructed of great hlocta of stone with mortar, and 
in good repair. 

m. 13. TaIeg4on, abont 10 miles south of WardhA and 2 miles from Sonegdon 

railway station. Temple of hlahAdeva in a dilapidated state fl-Tid very old. It is 
ascribed to H6mikdi)ant. Also a temple of Devi. There is said to be a very old 
chauk '* buried 8 feet under the house of one SambliAppA DesmuMu 

II I Id. ThAnegaon, about 26 miles north-east of Arvi, the temple of Devi, said 

to have been erected in the Sdli^dhan era 1145 or A.D, 1223 as appears from a 
long uninteUigible tn^rriptiUIlt where the figures only can be read. Tlie temple is * 

not of much architectural merit and is in good repair. 

HI. 15. ViagAon, an old temple of B51dji, of much local repute, where a jatrd is 

held. 
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^ 1. ChAttdA. CMndi is a large walled town aituatei in the fort tetwoen the 
Jhorpat mla and tlio Erai rirer. It is about one mile and a half in Itnigtli, 'by a 
mile and a quarter in breadth, but the greater part of the enclosed space is vacant. 
The walls were built by the Gond Eft ja KliAndkia BallM Sh^h, the contemporaiy of 
Akbax ; but they were repaired by the MaritMs and are now in excellent order. The 
walls are rattier low, with lofty battlements, and they form a very efficient protection 
against the flood waters of the Eial xivor when driven backwards by the inundation 
of the "Wardh^ river. 

The only buildings of any consequence are some temples and the tombs of the 
later Gond kings, the last are plain and substantial bnihlings, but rathear heavy in 
appearance. The gateways offer good specimens of Gond art, as they are amamented 
with sculptures of the fabulous monster Hon overpowomig an elephant, which was 
the symbol of the Gond kings. 

Tlie temples are generally plain with pyramidal roofs in steps, the only 
esception is the fano of Acbale^vara) the walls of which arc covered with a mub 
titude of small sculptured panels. There are seveial sculptures of the Kaga, 
but only one of them is of large sLzei, with two smaller snakes on the same slab. 

Outside the town to the south-east, at a picturesque spot called Diljiet, there is 
a krge collectioin of colossal figures which arc more remarkable for their abse than 
for their artistio excellence. They lie ui>on the ground in varbus positions, and 
would appear to have iKjcsn quarried and carved on the spot. The largest of them 
measures 26 feet X 18 feet X 3 feet. (Cinmingham's Report, ToL IX., p. 130.) 

The popular legend is that there lived in the reign of Elrandiramsha, a wealthy 
Komtl, by name RiyappA, who conceived the idea of doing some memorable act. 
He accordingly got these monoliths cut intending to place them in a temple of 
Siva. But lie died before he could bnild the temple, and the monoliths are lying 
as ho left them. They are knoiiVn as Riky^ppH’s idols. 

Between the town and these monolitlis is a wall, in the interior of which are 
bnilt in some rather good sculptured stones. 

The following are some of the traditions regarding the Ch&ndA temples t — 

(1) The temple of Alahhk&li. 

Tlie Bmhminical legends are that during the Krita Yttga the city of Lokiipnra 
extended over a wide tixpanse, including the site where now stands the modem town 
of Ch&ndA, Here resided the goddess Afab^kAIS, and hero she created a son, the 
beautiful Bhitan&tba. The gods, however, enraged at his intrigues with their 
wives complained to JIahftkMi, w'ho changed his name from Bhdtamtlia to AchaleS- 
vara (the immovable), and sealing him with the print of a cow's hoof, fixed him for 
ever on the hanks of the Jliurpat. 
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The modeiTt account of the temple ia that when BsIMLsliah was reia^niog in 
1262 at Junmiaj the capital of hia kingdom, he was cared of hk bodily disease by 
the use of the water accumnlatod in the cow’s hoof martB on Acliale^vara. He had 
therefore much reverence for the place. Once hu dreamed that to the south-eastern 
side of Achalesvara, at a small distance, the goddess Alahakhlihad been hurled under 
ground for a longtime; and that he was asked to espbre the underground chamber. 
Ho did so, and sanctioned a nenm^k grant and appointed a pajdri- 

Afterwards Balia bhSh’s daughter-in-law, Hirdbai, buitt the temple of JIahdkali, 
about 500 jKirs ago. 

In 10-1:7, Bir^a ascended the throne. Ho had a beautiful daughter, who was 
given in mairiage to Xhugapala, the son of the king of Devagad* Learning subse¬ 
quently that Hurgapflla had spoken insultingly to the princess, he vowed to Alahakflli 
t ha t if victory were given him he would offer Hurgapala’s head at her shrine * • • 
In the battle which ensued, ELrhha was on the point of being capttued, when unsheath¬ 
ing the eaored sword of lus house he rushed at Durgap&la, and with the cry of 
"Victory to TtfahAkali " sevcaxid. the prineo’s head from his shoulders. He took the 
head to ChSnda, and offered it in fnliiliEient of his vow. 

His wife Hir^h5i pulled down the old tempb of ALahnkali and erected a new 
one on its site, dud on the spire looking towarda Nhgpur she fixed a stone bust of the 
slfiin Durgap&b, wliich is still to be seen there. 

(2) The temple of Achnbivaia. 

Aehale^vara was formerly known as Jharpate^vara, which name was given to 
him by Hemika, the goddess of Jtchur (see Shanda Pnra^xi). 

The temple of Achaleivara was built by HirSbab the daughter-in-law of 
Ballalsliah, between 1342 to 1382 A.D. 

Afterwards, in the year 1790, Vyankikji aiitis Nilna Saheh pulled down the 
old temple and built the present one, 

(3) The temple of Ekniri, The PurfLuie account is that on one occasion Acha- 
lelvara had got angry with his mother MahSkiili and had gone away to Beunki, 
the goddess of Jlitapnr. MahAkaii therefore went to get him back, and with him 
returned Eenuk&, who is known here as Eknhl 

The present temple was built by Hir&hii, The talhd manrinpa in front of the 
temple was hnilt by SankiAii Pant, Subheddr of Chanda, in ISOS. 

(4) The temple of Somdvaro. This temple was built by Hirsha, the tenth 
Gond king. The popular account is that his quoons used to come here for worship. 
Wlien Mr. Crawford was iSuperintendimt he pulled down the outer ramparts of the 
Tt f^lii'.IVili a Consequontly the temple is now outside the BalblkiM. 

(3) The temple of Ganpati was said to have boon on the eastern gate of the 
ancient city of BhadravatL 

Hiiabfti built a temple in. Uononr of Ganpati. Afterwards between 17S0 and 1790, 
one Balm BAi Khatnl performed stift, and the present temple is said to hare been 
built by her descendants by spending her money. The present Ga^apati's temple 
is consequently known as Khatni’s Ganpati temple. 
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(6) Jod Deval, This temple, built by HMbai, is remartable for a ihiffa of 
MahAdeva placed cm an elephant. There is also an image of Ke^aTanAtha* 

(7) Temple of JtArutL The popular legend is that this llarati has hoem there 
since the timn when the ancient city of BhadrAvati C3dsted. The present temple was 
hnilt by me BAyAppA Komti about 300 years ago in the reign of Dhundiramsha. 

The Gond tombs arc eight in number, and belong to the following kings 

and queens;—*

There is also a well said to he in the form of a sankha, 

Tliis is an old well and is rcmartable on acfxmnt of its (»nstinictioii in the shape 
of a conch shell {saitkha)* In the reservoir there is a temple of FancMyatana. It 
was built by one Bapuji Vaidya, the DivAn of IIMbAi,arby oneof hispredeocasors, 
about 300 years ago. 

2, Adial, probably “ Adyallee,” S miles south by west of Channirai j a fine 
irregular reservoir, 

* 3. AmgAon, 23 miles to the south-east of Mul, a temple in the HemAdpant 
style, 

^ 4. Armori, 58 miles north-east of ChflndA, An old ttiplc-shrined ^va 

temple ascribed to RAjA Hara Chandra Gond, situated upon a high moimd called the 
JfcilM, Other fragments and sculptures lying about point to the probability of 
tiicre haTing been more temples tban this at one tune. A laige embanked tank to the 
norih-W'cst of the temple adds much to its l^auty; on its banks at the further end 
are a few cut-stone fragment. (Cmmingham’s Eeportsi, YoL YII., p, 123.) 

V 5- Ballalpur, a village in the ChAndfL district, 6 milK south of ChAndA on the 
YTardhA river, Tliere is a fine stone fort, much of which is modem, having l>eon 
rebuilt about the end of the last century. "Within it are the remains of the ancient 
palace, among which arc two tunnels sloping at a steep angle into the grouni The 
entrances are a few feet apart, and the tunnels, branching off in opposite directions, 
lead each to a set of three underground clmmlwra. When these were explored in AD. 
1865, some ancient copper coins and decayed iron rings were found, Tliere is also a 
perpendicular shaft, tlie object of which has not yet liecn ascertnmed- North of the 
village aro the ruins of a large and elaborately made tank, in which, owing probably 
to the falling in of the under-channels, any water collected sinks through the eartli, 
and appears a.^ a stream a little further do^m. To the east stands a tomb of ono 
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of the Gond Mtigs, and in an islet in the Wardifi, in the same dhrectiofn, there 
is an exceedingly cunotte rock-temple, which, during seToial months of the year, 
is fathoms under water. It is known as the BAma Tirtha, and in A.D. lSti6 was 
thoroughly cUianed out and explored, 

Near the RAma T^tha, in the village of Sastl in the Nizam’s dominions, there 
are throe caves cut in the rock, in each of wMcli there is said to lie a linga. 

In 1242 A,D,, Khandkya BallAlslihhN was reigning, lie was living at Mowad; 
once he wished to pay a visit to BalhMpur, where one of hia predeceasors had reigned. 
Ho thereforo eame to Baliaipur and commenced to build the fort and tlie paJace. 
He built the fort wails on the north-west and east sides. On the southern side 
he binit a mud wall- In 1790 A.D., Vysnidji alia^ KAn& Suheb Bhonsle repaired 
the fort. 

There was a small house which contained an idol of Kelavan^tha made of lead 
and plated with gold under a nim tree in front of the king's palace, Kdavanatha was 
the family god of the Gond kings. In 1818 the idol was stolen away at the time of 
the war between the British and the Bhotiales. In 1832 one Pung Patel More, 
a EamdoUddr, placed a stone idol in the town instead of the old metal one stolen 
aw'ay. 

Mr. Crawford, who was Superintondent, sanctioned a nentndA for the temple. 
It is now converted into promissory notes which yield an annual interest of Rs. 24, 
which is takm hy the family priest of the Gond kings, by name Andarkar. 

There is also a temple of Khaqi (or Kliandkya BaBulshah) which was built in 
memory of Eliamltya BaUalsliAh in 12S2 A-l). Side hy side with the tomb there is 
another tomij without any supcretructare. It is said to he of Nilkanthshah, AlAth of 
the Gond kings. He died in ITol. 

To the rear and front of the tomb of Kliandkya BaBMsh&li there are two smaller 
ones said to he of his wives. 

In front of the tomb of Kliandkya Ball &lsh&h there is a stone on which are carved 
84 repreaeatations of feet in pairs, about which the local tradition is that when Khand- 
kya ^ed his 42 wives jicrformed eati with him. 

y 6, Bhindak, 16 north-west of ChftndA. The village of Bhandak would 

appear, from the numerous antlfinarian Femains, scattered in and around it, to have 
been a place of considerable note in olden times* Among the principal of these 
are:— 

(1) Tho old fort, wbhdi is on the west side of the viOage and is partly ruinod- 

(2) Tlio temple of Bliarlrinatha, a short distance to tho south of the village, 
which La a structure recently rebuilt from the material of an older temple and partly 
with fresh materials. A small courtyard and dJutrutoMbi are attached to it, the 
latter liaving been built by Agiiva Srami of Chaudi, Many old sculptures are built 
into the front wall of the temple, and lie loose about the courtyard, such as Gauaiiati. 
Tishjau, Lakshmi-NariyaTja, Siva-Parvati, Tarbha, etc. The exta-ior of tlio temple 
is built and plastorod in a plain simple manner with no attempt at ardntectural 
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display, Tlie object of worship ie the Naga. Lying beside the temple is an 
inscription slab. 

in. (3) Iimnediatdy to the east of the last temple is a long high knoll, whieh seems 

to he artificial, upon which stand, apparently in position, all that remains of a former 
temple, stz., two pairs of door-jambu which face west^ quantities of dressed and 
carved blocks lying aliout, with a huge stone Ijowl and a figure of GanapatL 

IIA* (4:) About 500 yards west of the village, on the edge of a small old masonry 

tank, are the remains of a very old templo. It is very plain in design and is hnilt of 
large square massive blodis. A numtaa' of old images ate placed within. The 
building is partly mined. Lying a few yards to the south of tho temple, by tho 
aide of the pathway hwTing to the tank, is a Ufe-siKed representation of ^ha. 

III. (5) In the field between the last and the Tillage are the lomains of another 

temple consisting merely of four pillars supporting ctoss-heams, 

HI. (0) On tho south of the village, and adjoming it, is a cave in the lock whioh 

is now partly filled in with earth. It is unfinished and consists of a long verandah 
supported outwardly hy two heavy, masavci, octagonal piUara. Off the hack wall arc 
three untimshed cells. In the cell at the north end has been pkeoi a ten-aimod 
deci, 

jja, (7) About a mile and a half to the south-west of the village, in the hill of 

Tinjliilsan, is a very curiously planned Buddhist cave. A long gallery is driven 
straight into the hill to a distance of 71 feet at the end of which ia a shrine 
containing a colossal Buddha seated upon a bench. On the right and left of the 
cntranco to this gallery other galleries, one on either side,arc driven in at right angles 
to this hrst oiui, and each of these have a slirine and colossal Buddha. On the 
scarped side of the approach to the entrances to these galleiios k a very much wom 
tm^rtiption in cave character. It is too faint to give an impr^aion and can only be * 

seen with the sun ehmiugoa the rock at an angle, 

II<** (®) the east of the village near the main road is a tank in wliich is an 

island. Connecting tho island with the mainland is an old ILindu bridge constructed 
of massive columns in two rows with great hijavy beams spanning the tops of these 
both transversely and longitudinally. Its total length is 136 foet and its width over 
all 7 feet 2 mches. On the mainland near the end of the bridge is a verv extensive 
artificial ^und, now overgrown with jungle, covered with carved blocks and sculp¬ 
tures, indicating tlie site of a large temple. On tho island is the site of a small 
shrine. 

lift. ^ ® private (mchwuro on the south of the village are two colossal 

sculptures. The one reprasants Nararinha and measures 6 feet In height The 
second is a representation of tho td^dava. Both figures have been well carved. 

Hi. • 7- Bhatdla, 10 miles north of Warerii. 

Bhatila is supposed to have formed part of the ancient BbadrAvati. On along 

bUl near the village are tJie remains of a very fine ancient temple, lofty and in good 
preservation, and tho whde hill hears traces cf having boon fortified. Tlie temple 
is m tiio custody of the mdlgurdr. Also the temple of Sri Hari Maharaja which was 
built about ICO years ago by De^-ajipont Chorghode, tlie Biv&n of the great Bighoji 
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iH. I 8. Bhojegdon, 5 miles sotitli of Mill, temple of ]lLaMcleva, ^id to be built in 

the SemAdpanti style. 

ItT- ^ 9. Ch^mursi, 39 miles east of Chfinda, a group of 20 crctmlocbs or Mstvaons.

TTT. - 14. Gaorara, or GuTarara, is a small village situated one mile and a half to the 

south of RMndak- To the west are several fine tanks, beyond which is a low bill 
crowned with tho remains of several temples. There are also many detached rocks, 
several of which have been hollowed out to form caves and niches. Tlie principal 
temple ia called Johnasa’s imlace, and the two chief eaves are called hia big and little 
fowl-houses. (Cunningham’s Reports, VoL IX., p. 133.) 

HI. 15. Ghorpet, At the village of Ghorpet, between Bliandak and ChandA, there 

was once a fine temple which has been utterly destroyed by a gigantic pipai tree 
the roots of which now hold together a portion of its walls with one pilaster and 
several mouldings complete. This pipat tree is 9 feet in diameter, and 29 feet in 
circumference. The pilaster is r emar kable for being built up in regular courses of 
etone with the walls instead of being a monolith. The remains were formerly much 
more extensive, but the stones are said to bare been carried away by a road officer to 
build a bridge. Tlw pilaster b a vei^ fine example of the style of mouldings of 
the medieval temples of this part of the country. (Cunningham's Reports, VoL IX., 
p. 136.) 

jll. . 16. Ghosri, 12 miles fiouth of ilul, a temple of Mahideva in the Hemadpanti 

style, in a dilapidated state. 

XU. . 17. Ghugus, 13 miles west of Chfinda, Uiree cave-temphs, Tliese are in the 

rocky ground near Ghngus, There is an idol of “ Wmiranudeva ” in one of them. The 
logs of the idol are broken off. TTie local tradition ugarding thb is that in former 
times several thefts and daooities uaedto take place, but none could be cammittod at 
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Gliu^us, Consequently Uic tMeves anil daeoite cut off tlio of the idol. In 
front of the Idol at a distance of about 5 or tJ oubits there Is a stone standing erect. 
It is called Bahi (slcovo of Sitft). Not far off there is another small cave which 
contains a stone, which the jicople say is the mother of BhairanadeTa. Between 
these two caves are two stones whtim a fight hetviW-n a tiger and a wild lioar Ls said 
to have taken place. Tlie idol of Bhairanadeva was said to have been inorcasing in 
height. His mother therefore put a stone on the idoBs head. 

I 18- Ingdra^ in. the Kangi cbiofshl]), and about *1 mileis north of Bangi- Here 
there is an ancient temple, on which there is a carving of a warrior with a short

• 20. Junona, a village in the CMnda district, situated 7 milea cast of Chfinda. 
It possesses a very fine tank, on. the stone embank moat of which stimd the remains of 
an ancient palace, and in its rear are traces of a wall 4 nulf^ in length. In 
oonununicatbn irith tho tank is an elabomte system of under-ohannels, some of 
which liave evidently been injiund, as a large volume of water now escapes by them. 

21. ICeljhar, a large Tidllage about halt way between Cbhndh and Markanda. 
Two small cromlechs, said to be temples raised by the Kurumhtir shepherds. 

' 22. Keslabori, a village situated undfir tho western slopes of the Chimur 
Hills, and 10 miles north-north-east of Sog4om In tlie vicinity, at tlie foot of a 
precipice, is the BAmdighi pool, hollowed out of the rock, almt 40 feet in diameter, 
and of imltnown depth; and into this basin falls, during the rains, a considerahle 
stream from the precipice above. Tradition attributes tlie formation «f the pool to 
llama: and on an eminence aliovo Ls an ancient temple, in which ar© two good 
earvings of a wnirior with shield and straight sword. The temple is falling to 
ruins. 

• 23. Kharward, 8 miles to tlie east of WarorA. A ruined temple in the 
Hemadpanti stylo. 

I 24. Khatora, a village about 26 miles north of ChAndh, Thnix* are the 
remains of a considerable stone fort witli a moat and double lines of defences. Near 
one of the bastioiis is the tomb of ChAnd Khan,* who Is much venerated bv the 
MusaUnans of the district. 

< 25. Mahdvadi, 46 miles north-east of TVartira. Has a dilapidated temple in 
the HemAdpanti style. 

2G. Mdrana, in tho Zt/imndari of Bangi, ia said to have a enve, concerning 
which there is neither history nor tradition. 

/ 27. MArkandi, a village situated on tlie left bank of the Wen or Venya 
Gangk river, 3 miles north-north-west of ChAmnr&i and shout 40 east of ChAni. 
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It contains but little more than a score of houses, and derives its name frum a 
beantifal group of temples which stand on a hig h bluff overlixihiTig the rivet. The 
principal temple takes its name from M&rtancla Rishi, but it is dedicated to Siva, 
whose linffa is enshrined in the danetum. The group comprises a monastery and ia 
enclosed in a quadrangle, 196 feet hy 118 feet, with entrances from the river front 
and the two sides, while along the rear side runs a row of cells fttcing the TTen 
GatigA. The buildings themselves are of great antiquity, hut much of tbe rioh 
carving which adorns the temple appears to l>e of later date. General Sir 
A. CunninghaTn counted twenty-four temples. 

(1) The temple of Markanda llishi is by far the largest of the group, and is 
also the most elaborately sculptured. About 200 years ago it was struck by 
lightning, wben. the upper part of the tnassive spire was hurled down on to the rood 
of tbe viafid fnapdapfff wliich was btuken in, and at the same time a smali temple 
was utterly destroyed. The roof of the hall was repaired about 120 years but 
in a very rude manner, by one of the Gond lia j4s, whose architect introduced huge 
piers with radiating arches inside tbe principal room. The whole surface of the 
temple is covered with statues and omtunent, there bemg upwards of four hundred 
figures alone. 

(2) The pa^dlion of NandikeSvara faces the Alarkantla temples on the east. 
It is a shrine for the buU T^andl, and is, in fact, part of the first temple. 

(3) The second temple in size is named after M&rkanda Rishi, who is said to 
have been a son of Mtikandn. It consists of a liall 27 feet 6 inches by 25 feet, 
two-thirds open, a small ante room and a sanctum. In the middle of the ball are 
four richly carved pillars supporting the roof. Over the Eihrme rises a lofty spire, 
which is nearly perfect, and is a very graceful spocimon of ites kind. The temple Is 
dedicated to Siva and lias his lin^a in the shrine. 

(4) A small temple 10 feet by 7 feet contains a symbol of Sivapialled Jodh (?) 
T.mg fl-** It stands in front and to one corner of the last. 

(5) Another temple dedicated to Siva os Mrityimjaya, or the " conquemr of 
death.” The temple, which ia 18 feet 6 inches long liy 10 feet hrond, oonlaina the 
usual litiffa in the sanctum, with figures of Ganesa and Vishnu in the hall, and 
a small figure of Ganela over the entraneo to the shrine. 

(6) A temple facing the last and dedicated to ** Yama-dharmiiTAja.” On 
each side of the door of tbe shrine Is a vay richly carved group of Sim and PArvatL 
It is 16 fec^t long by 10 feet brpad. 

(7) The tomplo of UmA Mahesvara. 

(8) , and (10) to (22) are all dedicated to ^iva and contain littgaA. 

(9) EAja-rAje^vara is a simple ling a without any trat^ of a temple. 

(23) The temple of the Daia Avatdt‘a, or ten mcarnations of Vishnu, w an open 
cloister 75 feet long by 7 feet wide inside, plactnl against the western waU of the 
enclosnco. It Ls divhlod into 12 compartments by pilasters, two of the divisions 
being probably intended for statues of Vishnu, and the remaining ten for tbe 
(ttatdrH$. In cacb dimiun there is a pt’destal, but several of tliem are now 
empty. 
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Besides the above temples there are several curious old square pillars, which are 
apparently muxdi more ancient than any of the temples. Nearly aU of them are 
sculptured, and some of them are inEcrihed. The cliief figures are soldiers, armed 
with battle-a^e, how, and quiver full of arrows, in an attitude of attack. 

2S. Maroti of Fadnavis, 4 miles north-west of Mnl. Here there Ls a small 
old Hemhd|>auti temple, w-hich, though small in sizci is interesting in its details. It 
contains a 

29, Mundipar, in the Zatnindari of Goevardlia. A kothi built of stone 
without mortar. No local history or tradition is availahle. 

30. Ndgri, see Wagnak. 

^ 31 i Nerij a town situated on a tributary of the Audliain, 3 miTpc east'south- 
east of Chimur. The antiquities are two old forts in ruins, and an old temple of no 
small size and beauty, the pillars and carving of which resemble those met with in the 
cave temples at Ajanta. Of more modem oonstrucdon are some gi-aceful Panobala 
tombs m which husband and wife sleep side by side. The old temple is being rapidly 
undenmned by water from the tank, and will probably soon fall. 

32, Panori, two miles north-east of Deotek. Hero are the ruins of a smaE tem¬ 
ple of laterite, similar to the one at Deotek; here, also, are several slabs precisely 
similar to tho inscril««l slab at Deotek, similarly grooved wltb a channel, but 
broken across and not inscribed. Several statues of Visbpu, Lakshmi, and Nandi, 
and several lie scattered about. There are no traditions or inscriptions;

C 33. Palebaras, 21 miles w'est by south of Rangi and 22 niilwt north of ilnl. 
An old Heni&dpaiiti temple* 


34. Fanjumi, 6 mEcs north-west of Warorfi, a peculiaTly shaped temple said 
to have lieen built on the site of a lafi, and in the centre of the buEding b seen 

a tomb with a figure representing a woman kneeling on the funeral pile pretious 
to its being fired. 

<' 35. R4jgad is a laige village on the road between ChUndA and MArkandi 

It possesses an old temple of Mahadeva w hich, though smaU in size, is interesting 
for Its details, as it b generally in very good presen ation. The temple is dedicated 
to Mahaiteva whose tinga is enshrined inside. The style is the same as that of the 
Mfirkandi temples, and the roof of the sanctum is a pyramid rising in steps esnetlT 
Uke the pyramidal spires of theDa^ Ava«ra temple at Mfirkarida. (Cunnin-ham's 
Reports, VoL IX., p. 141.) ^ 

» 30. SegAon, a town 13 miles north-east of Warora. There Ls here anoJd 
stone fort in mins with a hanJfln.i ne gateway.

of Wairagad. It is extremely difficult of aoeess, and, when reached, has nothing of 
any interest beyond its old uralls and remains of some small rooms. (Cunningluiin’s 
Eeports, Toh YII., p. 130.) 

< 39. WAgndth, 10 to the east of TVarord. Panchayatana of Samh^iva 
temple, built in the Hemhdpanti style. 

^ 40. Wdgnak, 2 miles south of NAgri railway staliom A very old and 
peculiarly shax>ed temple, huilt of solid slabs without mortar* Between TTsgnah 
and Nagii ate found stones set up such as are elsewhere seen in cirdes. 

41. W^arhd, 10 milus caat hy south of Chilndh* An old temple with a broad 
flight of steps leading down to the AV'atdhh river- 

. 42. Yedda, in the Zaminddri of Bang!. An hid temple of Mahadeva huilt in 
the Hemidpanti style, in a dilapidated state. 

Upper GKmlvABi. 

1. Albaka, chief village of an estate of the same name, 40 miles to the north 
of Dumagudem. Some cromlechs, etc., on the hills, and close to the village. 

3. Bhadrdchallam, about 140 miles from Sironcha. It owes its importance 
to an old and well-kuown temple of RAnmehandra, which is situated on an eminence 
in the village, and is supposed to have boon built about 400 years ago by one Risbi 
Pratishtha, hut has been added to at subsequent periods hy various EAjds. It 
consists of a main building covered by a fine dome, and flanked by smaller temples 
on both sides. The space in the centre is paved, and there is a stone maadapa^ or 
open flat-roofed bunding, in front of the chief dirine. Tlie temples are smroundcid 
by a high wall and from the river side are entered hy a flight of steps. Religious 
□hsemances arc supported by a money grant of E13,000 (Haidarabad currency) 
per anniim. The jeivels belonging to the temple are said to he very valimhlo. 

4. ParnasdlA. A temple connected with that at Bhadrachallam. 

5. Sironcha. Some prehistoric stone sarcophagi, now in the Nagpur Museum, 
are to have been brought from here. More information needed.

This fort is said to have heen 
piincipally used as a State prison for mminahi of distinction, who were sent there to 
die of its bad climate and bad water; it is not of any interest otherwise; the gate of 
the fort faces east. (Cunimigham's Beports, Vol, VIL, p. 109.) 

^ 4. Amgaon, the principal town of the chiefship of that name. In the 
neighbourhood, at a place caBod Padmapur, there aro some curious old remains of 
massive stone hnildings, but their origin is unknown, 

5. Bijlt, a chiefship on the north-east liorder of the BhaudarA district- Xear 
the pass (DarekasA) there are some cuiioua caves in the adjoinmg iuUs, partly 
natural and partly artificial. They are called “ Kachagad ” or the fort of safety. 
They have a good water-supply from a spring close by.

III. -4, Baiakoti, alwnit 9 miles to the south-west of Murwari and 15 miles due 

north of Sleeman&b&tL A fort which was confitmeted by the Lodis. It was partially 
desti-oyed after the mutiny of 1857-58. It ia a comparatnely modem building, 

TTT ^ 5 . BargAon, half way between Damoh and JokaM railway station. An 

old rite of the Joins as shewn by remains of their tomplea and sculptures. One 
temple stands to a height of 21 feet above ha ha*!ement. It contains a weather-worn 
and illegible tnSfViptlon, (General Cunningham’s Report, XXI., pp-101 and 163.) 

15. ^- 6. BherAghAt, 12 miles west of Jabalpur. Tins is a famous bathing-place 

on the Xarmada. The rirer hero runs calm and dticp between the wcll-lmown 
« Marble Bocks/’ There are a few small temples dose by of no particular merit, but 
upon tho top of a conical hill just above the tillage arc some remains of ^eat 
intere'it. Here there is a temple surrounded by a circular colonnade or comdor. 
Tho temple is more or less modem, occupying the place of an older one which has 
disappeared. But the ciimilar corridor which surrounds it is a far more ancient 
structure. It consists of a high circular wall against tlio inside of which la built a 
verandah, being supported along its inner ride by columns set at regui^ mtcnnls. 
The pilasters built againat the wall opposite each of these piUarB divide the w 
space into panels or bays, tmd set against the wall, one in each of Uies^ upon its own 
pedestal, are life-sized images of gods, goddesses, and others. The mori: of th^ still 
remain, but in a terribly mutflated condition. (Bor full account see General

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in. * 7. Bliitfi. There are the remams of a fort on the hills near Bhitrt. 

in. . 8. Bijeraghogadj has a handsome hnt comparatirely recent fort, 

ITL 9. Bilh^ri, 10 miles west ofEatni railway station. Once a place of some 

note, hut now only a wreck of its former self. The only rtjmains of any consequence 
now existing at Bllliiri are the great tank of Lakshman Sagara, the small tank of 
Bhabora TAl, the Vishnu-Varaiia temple, and the ruined temple known as the 
j>aJace of Kanra-Kandal4. These rcimahis are of great ago. Sculptured stones and 
piUars from these have been greatly used in. building the houses in the town. 

IlA. - 10, Chhotd Doori, 16 miles west of Jokahi railway station. Near the 

sources of the KiyAn or Ken riTer arc some small ruined temples. The best known 
of these is at ChhotA Deori, whare there is a famous pillar uith an old inj$Ctiptioit in 
characters of the 6th or Tth century, 

IIX <- 11' Garhd, four miles west of Jabalpur, Tliis place was once the capital 

of the Gmid dynasty of GarhA MandM, whose ancient keep, known as the IVTadana 
Mahal, BtiL crowns the low granite range, along the foot of which the town is built. 
Tradition gives Garha a great antiquity, and it probably existed before the Christiau 
era. Its decline in importance dates from the timo of the removal of the Gond 
dynasty to Singorgad and subsequently to Handle. The muihdl was built about 
A.D. HOO by Madan Singh and is now a ruin. Under it to the west, is the beautiful 
Ganga Sagara tank, and near it is the large sheet of water called the Bal Siigaia. 
The maJidl was a very plain small building of no architectural propnr tinnB, and its 
only interest lies in its picturesque position, perched as it is upon the very top of the 
hill ujton a huge boulder of rock. It is a conspicuous object for miles around. 

IIA. ^ i 12, Karanpara, near Karitalai, 27 miles north-east of MurwarS. A stone 
figuiu of the l>oar of Tishpu, of enormous size and lieautifuny carved in red sandstone, 
called " Biimh-rhp ” (var^ha). The vOlage of Karitalai stands on the east side of 
the Kaimur range of hills 22 miles south of Maibar. The old name of the place was 
Kanipur, which is now restricted to a small village, with a number of ruined temples 
lying along the ridge to the north of the modem town. There is also a largo tank 
called “ Sftgara,” half a mile in length, to the east of the ruins, but is dry now, Tim 
temple containing tlin figure is in ruins. The carved stones, etc., might be collected 
and cared for. 

m, ' 13. Kumbhi. The chief village of the pofgattd of the same njimn in the 

Jabalpur district, about 10 miles east by south of Siliora and 12 iniJtfS south of 
Sloemanfibad. It *8 situated on rising ground on the banks of tlie Hiran and con¬ 
tains several temples. 

. 14. Uddgnrdha. An ancient village about 5 rnilus north of Billiirl in Sleoman- 
fibud iehiil. A Gond fort in rums.

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15- Majholi, The village of ilajlioli lies on tlie old road leading from 
Ifewar (Tripura), tlie old eapltaJ of Chedi, to BilMri, being 23 miles to the norti 
of the former, and 30 miles to the south-west of the lattor. It (mee possessed a 
famous temple of Vishnu, of which nothing now remains Imt a large statue of the 
cordArtorboar incarnation of Vishnm The statue is almost hidden in the deep 
darknijss of a modem temple, wbicli has been hnilt out of the ruins of the old fane, 
with numerouB pieces of eculpture inssorted in the walL Close hy is one of the 
slabs of the old temple, with its deeply eut squares and eirclea of ornamental 
moulding. This has been turned into a cAtffcAi, or mill-stone, for grinding lime. 
Nothing is known about the history of the temple—not even its name, ^on^t 
the broken sculptures in the neighbourhood is a Hara-Gauri, or Siva and his wife, 
seated, with a standing figure of Siva and a squatted Jaina statue, naked as 

usual, 

.16. Nandchand, A small village on an island at the junction of the Kundo 
t)6U with the PatnA river. On the bank of the Patna river are soma fine Hindu 
remains, oonsisting^of a mined temple and a tora»a gateway with numerous statues. 
Tlie place is forty miles east*n.Qrth-east of Damoh, (See Cunningham s Heport, 

XXL, p. 160.) 

- Paraini, an old village on the right bank of the Ken ri> er, 11 miles to 
the west of the JokaM railway statiom There are the ruins o! several temples on 
the bant of a tank to the north of the village. The principal object is the statue 
(if a boar 5 feet 3 inches long. (Cunningham’s Report, XXI., p. 153.) 

18 Rithi, 18 miles to the north-west of HurwarlL To the east of the 

village is a lon^ ^ 

temples- Numerous fragments of sculptures lying about. (Cmminsham's Report, 

XXL, p. 100.) 

10. Rupnatb, l*t miles due west of Sleemanhbad and 3 mil^ south-west of 
Bahurihand. Ehpnatha is the name of a famous Uttga of Siva, which is placed m the 
deft of a rock, where the Bunder Chfia ndld pours over the face of the Eaimur range 
of hills. The descent is made in three falls, each of which has a famous pool, which is 
also an object of worsliip. The uppermost is called the Rama Kun^, the tmddle 
one the Lakslimana Kunda, and the lowest one the Site Kuuda. But the site of 
Rdpn&tha is more mtcreBling from the prasenee there of one of the rock insmptions! 
of ASoka. (Cunningham’s Report, Vol- IX., p. 38.) 

20. Simara, on the right bank of the Ken river, near the narthem end of 
the Sati PahAr, aliout 10 miles from Monviira and Katni stations. To the east of the 
village tlicrc are the rums of four temples, one large and three ^lU On the 
embankment of the BadA Tal there are the ruins of a fifth temple* There is ^ a 
large slab with an inscription dated Sam. 1355. (Cunniogham’s Report. XXI., 

p. 159.) 
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III. 21, Suror, two imd a lialf imlt» from Ptnoini, and 11 miles west of the 

Jnkahi railway statioxu .An old tati pillar with a curious tR^Ct'tptiOlt in five 1ines » 
dated Sam, 1328. 

TTT 22. Tewar, shout 7 milpa west of Jahalpiir. About half a mile sofuth-east of 

Tewar are the mins of the old city of Tripura, now loiown as Karanixd. Tradition 
speaks loudly of the innnense ruins of Karanhel, but the railway, with its insutia hh? 
capacity of absorhing to itself all workable stone witliin its Indnenee, has long sinoe 
BO teduecd the mins that no remains ato now left of any interest. 

116. At the west end of the liJlage of Tewar, under a large tree, are tjollected 

together a great number of Jsculptures all more or less broken, but many of them 
otherwise in very good preservation, and most exceptionally well carved; Every one 
of t,]iem is said to have been brought from the site of the old city of Karaubel. 'file 
most perfect sjiecimen is a Buddhist sculpture of ""V’ajnip&ni/* who is represented 
seated under a canopy with his hands in the teaching attitude aesumed so often by 
Buddha in his Images, XJndiir the image is an ins^ctipiion* Por further description 
see General Cmmingham’s RcjKjrts, ToL IX., p. 54. 

IIo. 23. Tigowa, 2 miles to the north of Bahuriband, and 13 west of Sleeman^hld. 

Here there is a low rectangular mound, about 250 feet long by 120 feet hrrjad, 
which is entirely covered with large blocks of cut stone. Tlie ruins of many temples. 
Only one temple is now standing, that of Xankali BovL Originally it w'as a Email 
dngle room, with an open portico in front, supported on four pillars, of the same 
type as those at TJdayagiri and Eran. At this temple are two in^rrfptton^ on one of 
the pillarB. About 60 feet to the north-east there is part of an entrance door of a 
sAiymd temple of n much larger size. But besides these two shrims can be traced 
the foundations of no less than thirty-tis other temples, the largest of which being 
only 15 feot. The whole of these had been utterly destroyed by a railway con¬ 
tractor. (General Cunningham’s Beports, Vol. IX., p. 41.) 
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z' 1. Damoh. The hoatl-quarters of flie district of the aamo name. Most of the 
Hinda temples here were destroyed hy the Muhammadans, and their materiala were 
ased to construct a fort, which, in its turn, has hceu chsstroyed, so that practically no 

buildingsof interest remain. OnthebantofthePhutcriatankareoneort^oimxlem 
tcmplesi but upon tho platform surrounding the base of a lai^e tree betweim them, 
are gathered together a collection of more or less mutilated seul)itures from some old 
temple. In the garden of the Deputy Commissioner’s Imtise are some more with a 
well-scnlidured doonvay, and a mmdi abmided ill^aiptioil slab under a tree near the 
well In the Teh^ildax’s kaehcri are two inStription slabs-one Sanscrit, the other

* 2, Batiagad. An old town and fort alwut 20 miles nortli-west of Damoh. 

•3. Gugra Kalan, 24- miles north-west of Damoh. A foit hmlt by IUf 
\ ynVTinn Singh in the time of the Bvmdelas. 

*4. Harat, 3 mil^ south-west of Hatta. A place of some imiiortauee under 
the Bundela.^, hut now only noticeable for soane Muhammadan tombs. 

5 HatU, 24 miles north-east of Damoh. Tlie fort is said to have been b^t 
bv tUo Gonds of 500 year* a^o. It is built of rubbk stone if 

Bang Mabal, a land of palaeo in the MataiM stylo inside the fort, uas built m 16 

bv Govind E&v of Shgar, who Strengthened the fort also. 

The temple of Ch&nd Devi is an old ttunple, detUcated to tho goddess Devi. 
Tliere is uotldng remarkable about the arcMtecture. The temple is esteemed ey- 
cially sacred by the people of HattA, and is visited by all Hindu stamgers aL^- It is 
Slid to hove bean built in the time of the Gond Eajas j date unknown. It is espe¬ 
cially resorted to dining epidemics, 

. 0. HindoriS. 10 miles north-east of Damoh. Here are numerous eoii 
pillars, of which the oldest is dated Sammt 1113. There are also many carved stones 
aud rtsmains of temples. (Cunningham's Reports, XXL* p. 1C7.) 

7, Jat^hankar, 7 miles north by west from Hntta. A fort to hren 
bnilt bv Fateh Singh, Amil of Fatohpur in S<imvat 1700, m the time o

tho MarAthfi style and has some remarkably deep wells in it. 

^ 6. KanodA M milis north-west of Hattft. Has the remains of an old serdp-

ooDstnicted the fort. It is a Idiid of auimiiar sporting residim.ce rather than a fort.

' 9. Kerbanna. A fort 25 miles north-west from Bamoh. Built by EAv 
Kadhari Lodhi during the reign of the Chandeli kings. Most of it is in ruins, but 
some of the inade buildings are still inhabited by a LodM family. It is in the 
Marathi style. 

10. Koral. A temple, but of no particular interest. 

< Kundalpur, 20 miles east of Bamob. Here there are some fifty more or I(ss 
modem Jaina temples. At the foot of the hill, near the Vardhamana taldvj are two 
old Brabmamcal temples, both facing north. One is empty, but the other stiE holds 
a standing %uro of Vishnu. (General Cunnizigham’s Beports, Vol. XXL , p. 166,) 

12. hJariadab, 10 miles north of Haiti. A fort. It is nciw almost in ruins. 
It was built under Jugiij BiTan of Chattarsal of Pimna. It is mixod in style. 
The ba-stions are of the older style, similar to Singoigad, the iimor building being in 
the Maratha slylo. °

13. Mugroo, 7 miles west of Hdttfi. The mins of an old temple said to have 
been built in the time of the Gond Eajfis, but it is now of no particular interest. 

* 14. Narasingad, 12 miles north-west of Bamoh, on the right bank of the 
river SunAr. Buring the period of Muhammadan ascendancy it was known as “ Nas- 
ratgarh,” but this was changed into the present name by the Marathas. A fort and a 
mosque are the only relics of the Muhammadans. A second fort erected by the 
MMatliA.s, was partially destroyed by the British troops in 1657- Most of the better 
buildings are now in mins* 


15. Nohtd, 13 miles south-ea-st of Damoh. Judging from the number of 

sites of old temples, which are scattered in and around the village, Nohta must have 
been at one time a place of note. Tlie only old temple now standing is near the 
road, about half a mile to the south of the village. It is in a very ruinous condition 
the outer siell of the walls of the shrine having for the most part fallen to(>ether 
with the and roof of the ^aMd mand,ipa. ITie temple consists of a shrine, 

hall, and porch, which have aE been fully decorated. Beside Hindu shrines, there 
w ould appear to have been one or more Jaina temples, sinoe Jaina figures are also 
found lying about the place, amongst them being a figure of Cl^draprabha. 
PEJai^, hntels, sculptures, and other fragments are found throughout the villa-re 
built into the walls of hoinses and endofiures* 

16. Panchamnagar, 24 miles north-west of Bamoh. Port, ImUt hy Efiji 
Elide Shiih in the rdgn of the Bundela HAjss. Now in ruins. 
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•17. PuranakCTAi ® miles nortli of MattA. Pori. One ^anzoo Ixidtu is 
said to bavo oonstractod the fort during tlie titno of S<&j4 Ghattarsal of Punna. It is ^ 

in ndua. There is nothing lemarkEble about the architecture:. 

*18. RamnagAT, 9 miles west by north of HattA, A fort, built in Sctmvat j 

1823 by Gandbarap Singh Lodhi, whoso heirs are in possessbu ancf keep it in repairs. L 

£ -19. Ranch, 8 miles to tlie east of Hatta. A temple, said to have been built ^ 

by Rechariya Brahmans 500 years ago in the time of the Chandeli kings. It has an 
tngrrtptiun which is illegible. There are several families of liechariyas still living in 

the village. i 

20. Rangir, 13 miles north of Bamoh, A fort. About lOO years ago 
(Pausba TaefyaS, Samrat 1760), This fort ivas oonstmotod by llacliori during the 
time of Chattnrsal of Pimna, for sporting purposes. It k almost in ruins. It is 
in the same style as JatAshankar fort (No. 7). 

^ 21. Sakbor, A temple, said to hove been built during the rdgu of ibe 
Chandeli kin^ , with an illegible 

/ 22. Singorgad, A hill fort atuated 28 miles south-east of Bamoh. 

The fort is a Gond one, built in rubble stone masonry and k now in ruins. The 
people attribute it to one Baj& Bel, a prince of the Chaudda Rajput tribe {Central 
Provinces’ Gazetteer, p. 480). But General Cmmingham bk Report on a tour 
in tbe Central Provinces, vol, ix, pag^ 48 to 54) attributes it to one Gaj Singh, a 
Paibar Rajput, and comdders it was built in Saruval 13€0, answering to A.B. 1307 ; 
and that it was enlarged by Bulpat Shah of Garba Mandla, who moved the seat of 
government there {vide page 50), 

The widow of Dulpat Shhh, the famous Rani Burgavati, was defeated near 
here by Asaf Khan, an officer of the great Akbar; and the fort is said to have stood a 
aege of nine months in the days of Aurangrib. It must have liecn of i mmeup e risse. 

The remains of the outer ciroumvallation are stiU most extenave. Of the cltadd or 
inner fort, which is on a high central hiD, little remains but a solitaiy tower and 
some ruined water reservoirs. Two smaller towers stUl stand on neighbouring hills. 

23. Tejgad, 20 miles south of Bamoh A fort. It is comparatively modem 
and is built of rabble stone set in mud. Built by tbe Ixjdhis. 
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HL— SAgab. 


‘ 1* SSgar. The principal toTm m the district of the wime name, which is said 
to bo tlio Sageda of Ptolemy* There is a fort hero which was comimm.ced hy Uie 
Hajputs in A-D, IGGO, but was completed as it now stands by the Marathas about 
one hundred years It gtands on the north-west banh of the lake at a consider- 
able elevation commanding the whole of the city surrounding countrv. It has 
been built on no particular plan, but so aa to take the bwt advantage of the ground 
on which it stands. It consists of twenty round towers, varying from 20 to 40 feet 
in height, connected by thick curtain widJs, and enclosing a space of six acres. This 
space is for the most part covered with old Mara tM buildings of two storeys. Since tho 
accession of the British Government, a magazine, a largo huUding now used for mBdica l 
stores, and a barrack, beside other small buildings for the magazine stores, etc,, have 
been constructed. There is only one place of exit and entrance on the east side. 

In the garden of the artLQcry mess-houso {1S04)—-one in each of the four eomeiB— 
are collections of old sculptures built up into small imitation kiosks. On the west 
face of that in the south-west comer is a partly ahraided in^rrtptton. A few more 
sculptures lie in tho garden of tho house used by the office of the District Coundk 

- 2. Ginaika, about 24 mlLos north of Sagar, A fort, 

/ 3. Dhamoni, 29 miles north of Sagor. A foiti which is almost in ruins, stands 
on an eminenco at a short distance from the sununit of the tfhdU leading to Bundcl- 
khand and commands the vaUey of tho river Dliasan. It ig of a triangular ground 
plan and encloses a space of 53 acres. The ramparts are in general fifty feet lugh and 
in most parts 15 feet thick, with enormous round towers. There are berides intarior 
works strengthening the defences of the eastetn quarter, where tho magarliuB and 
officers' quarters were probably situated, 

, 4. Eran, on the south hank of tho Bina river, 6 miles north-cast of Bamjor& station 
on the I. M. BnEwny. There is here a most interesting collection of remaiuB upon 
high ground above the bank of the river, and about half a mile wtst of the viJlage, 
There wore here at one time more than half a dozen small Yaishnava temples, but 
now notliing Tcmains of tho temples themselves save some of the lower coursi of 
masomy, four standing columns with their architraves, a colossal Varaiia, a gigantic 
image of Vishnu, a broken one of Narasmha, with many heams, scnlptures, and parts 
of doorways l>'mg aliout. But more interesting tlian all this is a great stone cdumn 
47 feet high, which stands cut before the temples, and contains an old Gupta 
tn^CtipHon* Beside it stands another smaller column but without an inscription 
There is a second inscription upon the throat of the colossal Taraha. In tho village 
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mtbiiL tlie courtyard of a liouse, is a large image of Yaralui with one line of fn^criptfoit 
in very old characters. An old injEftllptioii on an octagonal linga at the hamlet of 
PelichpuT about 2 milos from Bran, Bor fuller account of Eran and its remains 
see General Cunningham’s ILeportj Tll., p. 88. 

.5- Garhdkotd, 28 miles east of S&gar. A fort, mostly in ruinB, situated on a 
lofty eminence to the east of the town, between the rivers Sun&r and GadUairL A 
nat^l moat is thus formed on three sides of it, and on the fourth side an arilfidal 
one has been coustmeted. The place, both from its natural advantages, and the 
solidity and escellenee of its construction, must have been one of enormous strength, 
and, without lai'ge guns, almost impr<^iiabl 0 . The inner walls enclose a space of 
eleven acres, the greater part of which is covered with buildings and palaces. These 
are^ for the most part, now in ruins, as are also the outer walls and bastions. The 
latter were hreaehed hy Sir Hugh Eoso in 1858, when the fort was taken, and were 
afterwards partly levelled by sappers. 

About two miles north of the town, on the borders of a large forest (the Ramna) 
there stand the remaina of what appears to liave been a large summer palace built by 
EAja Martkn Singh. The most remarkahle part of these ruins is a lofty tower to the 
north of the hnildings, which is still standing in tolerable presem ation, although 
some of the lowear part of the wall has fallen down. The ground plan of this tower 
b almost sciuare, each side measuring about 15 feet. It b built in sis storeys, each 
one slightly tapering upwards. The total height is aljout 100 feet. There b a 
winding stone staU'case the whole way up.

. 7. Itdw^. Some fine bnUdings in and close to the town, the stone-work and 
carvings in which are said to he really remarkable. 

•8. Jaisinghnagar, 21 miles south-west of SAgar. A fort, in ruins, built by JAi 
Singhj the ruler of Garhpchr^i or old SAgar about 200 years ago. 

Kimlasa, 42 miles north-west of Sagar. A fort, and a Muhammadan 
tomb. Thcwnlb'of the latter arc of beautifully perforated screen-work. Also a 
Hindu mdhdl. 

- 10. Kurdi, 32 mdes norih-wost of Sagar. An old fort utilbsed as a sub-treasury 
and iehiil office. 

11, Madanpur is situated at the head of one of the principal passes leading 
from S&gar to Lalitpur. Site of an old city. There are ais temples here, ail more 
or less turned, the oldest being three Jaina temples to the north of the town. Two 
others are at the north-west comer of the lake, and the sixth at some distance to the 
north-east of the lake. Here ai-e several inscriptions! dating from Soot. 1212 to 
Sum. 16D2. Also a colossal boar and two inscrihed salt stones.

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Ho. / 13. Rahatgad, 25 mil fis west of SSgar. Here was a fort wbicli was destroy¬ 

ed in great measure, but tbo ruins still remain, showing what an enonnous strux^ture 
it was odgmally. The fort is situated on a lofty eanlnence to the soath-weat of tho 
town, ftn^l surrounded by it on the south, west, and north Mdes. It was chiefiy buHt 
hy Sultan llnhaminad Kh^n, hut was afterwards altered and added to by his sue- 
CQssors, and thus toot upwards of fifty years to complete. It is the largest fort in 
the Sugar district and probably in all the adjoining country. The outer walls con¬ 
sist of tweaty-sii enormous towers, some of which were used as dwellings, connected 
by curtain walls, and enclose a space of sixty-six acres. This space was for the most 
part ooTered with buildings of all descriptions, and contained a bfixar and numer¬ 
ous t emples and palaocs. One of these latter is called the “Badal Mah41 ** or Cloud 
Palace, from its great height and elevated situation. It is attributed to one of the 
Bij-Gond Chiefs of Garha MandJa. Most of the buildings are now in ruins, and the 
outer fort walls are in a ruinous state. The east wall was breached for a distance 
of nearly a hundred yards by Sir Hugh Besets siege guns in 183B, when ho captured 
the foirt from the rehds, 

jjL » Rchli| 29 m fies south-east of Sagar, A fort built hy the MarlthAa about 

200 years ago. It stands cm. the north hanh of the SunSr, opposite to the junction 
of that liver with another small stream called the Debar, on a considerable eminence 
overlodking the toum.

i 2. Ghansor, SO miles north-coBt of Seoni* A smnll Tillage iiith the ruins of 
several temples. The rnina extend over an area of about a mile long by a quarter 
of a mUe broadj within this area, on lianka of the little rivnlct, whi^ supplies the 
village with wat^, are the remains of numerous temples; all the rnina are mere 
mounds of cut and broken stone, not a single stone standing upon the otlier. There 
are the remains of twenty or twenty-five temples, of which only two appear to have 
been, of large size and eoanplete. Beside the temples and a fort are the remains of 
several tanks. In the village ia a fine Jaina statue which is worshipped; there are 
also a few fragments. About a mile east of the present village, in a tope of trees, ia a 
finely carved female statues, and another a short way further cast in another toffe, 

8. Lakhnadon teksil. There are here collected some good sculptures. En¬ 
quiry might be made concerning thdx former site. 
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L—NmlB. 

/I. Asirgarh fort. The construcUon of tliia fortress was clearly a work of 
difiercnt periods. The lowest portions of the walla are in similar cyclopean style to 
tliteo of MSndhAtfl and prohahly date from about the same period. The place is known 
to hare boon held by several dynasties of Rajput rulers, aU of whom prohally added 
to, or altered, the fortifications. The colunms of an old Jaiua temple dug up m the 
course of some engineering operations would show that it was probably occupied by 
the same race to whom the ancient buildings at Khandwa are due. On it are ins¬ 
cribed the names of five princes with the title of Yarma, tAVO of whom are stated 
to liave married daughters of the Gupta kings. The character is that usually ascribed 
1 to the tenth or eleventh centuries. The upper walls of the fort are evidently of the 
period when the use of artillery had been introduced, that is of the Muhammadan 
rule in this part of the country. The outwork called MaHigarh is the work of Adil 
Khltu Efirukhi I, about A.D. 1498, who is also stated by Perishta to have added ' 
greatly to the other fortifications. The occurrence of carved stones huHt into the 
walls and gateways would show that they were, at least in part, constructed out of the 
Tinri-priq.Tii of some more ancient buildings. A mong the foundations of the fort are 
many vaulted ehambers, now mostly full of water and choked with mhbish, which 
Arero probably the old granaries of the fort. In the eonth-eaatem angle is a small 
' nbrinp of Asapuram, the tutelary deity of the Choban Rajputs who are known to 
have held the fort in Sameat 1351 (A.D. 129i), Avhen it Avas sacked by Al&u^d-din i 
iTod’a Rfljasth^, Vol. II., page 460). The shrine is stUl attended by the Chohan 
Rajputs of Piplode, who cl aim to be the descendants of the old E4j5s of Asir. The > 
name of the fort may have been derived from or A^fipurani, or per1iai>3 from ^ 
the ancient title of the Asi or Hihya dynasty of kings who ruled this country from 
Malic^A'ara on tlie Nattnadfi, probably about 500 B.C. (Tod’s Vol. IL, page 442). 
It is at any rate tolerably sure that Perishta’s etymology of the name from Asa Aliecr, 
whom he states to have held the fort when taken by the Firukhi of BurL^pui> is a 
fiction, the name Asor beiDg repeatedly mentioned by the Rajput’s poot Cliande, 
and even in the MaAdMamiOt where it is said to have become one of the scats of 
A^vatth&ma (a legend still current). There are numerous on the rocks 

and buildings of Aslr, which give the dates of its several sieges and of the oonstnietion 
of some of its bmldings. Copies and translations of these were made by the Settle¬ 
ment Officer, and some of the most important of them were ptihUshed by him in the 
Central Provinces Antiquarian Journal, Ko. IL The mam gateway was built in 
1012 H, (AD. 1611) during the reign of Jah^gir; the mosque (now used as a 
1 Roropean barrack) and several of the bastions, in the reign of Slifih Jalian. The 
great bronze gun on the western bastion W'as cast at Burh&npur in A,D. 16G5 in 
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Attrangzilj's time. A «imall iron breech-badiiig^ gun (lili. calibre) beats date A.D. 
1689, in the time of Ali KhAn P&rukhL 

The place was stormed and takon by the army of General TTellKley in the year 
ISOSj made over to Sindia by the treaty of Surji Aryanghon the next year, and again 
beait^ed by the British in 1S19, its castellan having given shelter to Apd Saheb, the 
ex-EaJd of Kdgpur. Since then the fort has remaraed in Brithih possessioiiL The 
walls enclose an area of 69 acres and can only bo entered from two avenues, the rest 
of its sides being scarped to a depth of from 80 to 150 feet. It has a never failin'' 
water-supply. The fort is 3,200 feet above sea level. 

' 2. FhAoigad, 8 miles east of Ehondwfl.. A fort which was captured and 
burnt by Ya^avantrav Shdhi in A.D. 1806, 

' 3. Burhdnpur, on tbe north bank of the TApti river, 12 milts nearly due 
south from Asirgarh and 40 miles south-west from KbdndwA. It was founded in 
A-D. 1399 by Kasir Khan, the first of the Faruti Kings of Khdndesh, on the 
site of an old Hindu town named Basana-Khera. It was nnn.MT Burhanpur in 
honour of the famous saint Burhdnu'd-din of Danlatahdd. It was the usual residence 
of all tbe later Firuki Kings, and it was during their rule of 200 years that the 
two great mosques, the .lami and Bibi Hasjids were built. The city, within the 
walb, Ls just two miles in length from north to south, by half a mile in breadth. 
But there are numerous remains outside shewing that tile suburbs must onea 
have been very extensive. There are several ^thdianimadan tomhs; but the only 
Ijuildinga of any archajolc^eal interest are tbe Bibi Masjid and the Jami Masjid. 
The old waterworks are interesting, many of the old towers connected therewith still 
existing witliofut the town. Three years ago two of the old water channels were 
repaind, and the town Im tlins been furnished with an excellent water supply* (See 
General Cunningham’s Eeport, Tob IX,, p, 115.) 

- 4, Khandwd. The head-quarters town of the Nimdr District There are 
numerous remains of Jaina temples scattered about tbe town of KbandwA and built 
into more modem buildings. Tliese remains are to be found very plcntifnllv built 
into four kintfffia or tanks in the imiaediste viemity of the town called the Barnet vara 
Kunda,tbe Padma Kunda, theBblma Kunda, and the Surya Kunda, and constructed 
of solid masonry. The best specimens of Jaina figures arc to he found at Padma 
Kunda bdj:att, in old Kliandwa fort, and the temple of Mahddeva near EOmejTara 
{see also Cunningham's Tour, page 113, Vol. TT ). 

5. M^ndhdtA, On tlie Narmada river, 32 miles north by west from Etiandwa 
and about seven miles east of HortatA raUway station. As a Hindu place of pilgriin- 
ago llTfindhElta k fiimous on account of the presence there of one of the twelve most 
celehrated iingM of ^iva. The torna of Mdndhhta is built partly upon the south 
!>ank of tlie Narmadft and partly upon an island in the river. The island is. roughly, 
about a mile and a half long, and k composed of two lofty hiHs divided by a valiev* 
which runs from near the summit at the eastern end down to the winter’s edge at the 
western extremity. These bills join at the eastern end where their fall in 
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procipitoiia clUIs to the river below, the wcBtcm ends off gradTiallv. Up the 

southern face of the south hill is built one-half of the town of MSndhetfi, and 
exceedingly picturesque it is with its roivs of houses, temples, shops, and the RAji’s 
palace, conspicuous above all the rest, all built upon tenncea scarped out of the rugged 
ridtis of the MIL The rest of the hills are covered with jungle, amongst which are 
scattered extensive mins of a much more substantial colony than now erifi ts there. 
The NarmadA river, being one of the most sacred rivers of India, is crowded with 
Joffia and pDgrim^ nmny of whom do the pradakfUiid of the rivei^^t is, they 
start from Sroach and travel along its north bank to its source the Mils at 

Amarakantak and return again to Broach by the aouthem bank. This is said to 
take three years to accomplish, but this indudes all the halts at the numberless 
sacred spots along its banks. 

Upon the- tops of the hillR forming the island of MAndliAta are signs of a 
once flourkbing settlement, and temples, liasements, long lines of w alling, fortifica.- 
tions, and gateways in most part in ruin, shew that the place was once of no Rmnll 
importance. But this is now, save for a little attention to one or two of the shrines, 
practically deserted, and stands high above, and apart from the modem town. 
Among the ruins are some dne old temples and other hmldings. The town with Its 
soares of eonipaiatively modem temples is not so interesting. The great columns in 

IJX, the temple of OmkAra are certainly old, and belbng to a former structure, the 
present building being of no great age. A enrions arrangement in it is that the 
lint}a cell Is not placed, as is usual, ia the line with the front door of the temple, hut 
is placed to one side, so that the lin^a cannot he seen except from the remote inner 
end of the ball. 

ji. ^ The temple of SiddhanAtha, upon the top of the bill, now in ruins, is the 
principal and most interesting relic of antiq^uty at Mandbata, It stands upon the 
plateau towards the eastern edge, upon a raised platform whose plinth is supported 
all around by eleplionts in various positions iu relief , two of wMch hare found thrir 
way to the ■Museum at NAgpur, where they guard the entrance to that hnildiag. 
The central shrine fitUl stands with its four entrances, one on each of its four rides, 
and the gn.'at columns of the four porches. The jf/iAara or spire of the shrine and 
the roofs of the porches have fallen. The temple has been well decorated. 

in. Among the other mins on the hill is a large hrackettod gateway similar to, though 

not so elaborate as to those at Babhoi in Gujarit. It Is In a very ruinous condition. 

lift. It is one of the gatowap of the old fort. Of anciher oM temple the shrine and tower 
remain with a very large linga witldn. The plan is fitap*sliaped, formed by the 
comers of su]>erimpascd squares. There are also the ruins of other temples, together 
with a YaisUnava riirine still in use at the western end of the plateau. Burned walls 
and liasementfi of houses, together with loose soulptures, shew that an extensive settle^ 
ment once existed here.

Narsiaghpur, In the public garden at Kareinghpiir there are some vorv 
interesting seulptupes which were collected by Colonel Bloomfield from various part's 
of the district. Host of them were hronght from Barehti. They shew tliat there 
once existed in this district a high class of old temples. The district is now, however, 
practically barren, the railway, running as it docs through the whole length of it) 
having absorbed a great deal of what remained up to that time in its constraction. 

The sculptures in the garden consist of pillars, doorways, portions of the same, 
beams, and figures, together with some old guns. Most interestbig of all, perhaps, is 
a v^ complete and elal)orately carved doorway which is set up across a pathway, 
and is, with the exception of the dedleatory block upon the lintel, in a thorough t>o^ 
state of preservation. The dedicatory block has sufficient of the figures upon it to 
shew that they were Vishnu and Tjiikshmi seated upon Garuda- 

in. 2, Bareht^, 14 miles to the south-east of Narsinghpnr. BarehtA has evidences 

of great antiquity, hut its rernams have been much harried by railway oontractore. 
The best of its sculptures are believed to be in Berlin and Warsaw. * Now nothing 
remains but a Little walled enclosure with a few figures placed within it. 

ni. 3, Barman, on the side of the road which leads from Kaieli lailwaf station 

to ^gar, A fine old Meali. 

III. Chauragad fort, about 20 miles to the south-w'est of Narsingbpur. This ■

Deognd was formerly the seat of the ancieiit Gbnd Raja who ruled over 
this country, Bukht, Buknd, a contemparary of Axtraugzib, is said to havereaded 
chiefly at Deogad, and, during his time the country oveo- which he ruled and 
which formed the mid-land Gond kingdom is eaid to have been in a Tery flourishing 
oondition. His eueceasor Chand Sultan transferred his lesidenoe to Nagpur, which 
he subsequently made his capital. Even previous to the period of the Gond Rajas, 
tradition points to a Gavali dynasty having been seated at Eeogad, hut the early 
history of this dynasty is much wrapped up in obscurity. 

The village at present consists of only fifty or sixty houses, hut foundations can 
be traced, in what is now jungle, for a oonsidcarahlo distance round. These with the 
numerous remains of weUs, tanks, otc.,l3hew that the former city must have extended 
over a very large area. 1 here are also several old temples and the mins of a fine 
stone fort. The whole of the bmldings are constnmted erf the finest limestone. The 
situatbu of Deoga^ is extremely picturesque.

T,. Rdipur itself does not bonst of any very ancient lauildin^. Thu fort is 
avknoiivledged to!»tbs most ancient. 'Within the fort are mimtroiia temples; s ome 
of tUes^ thqugh of little interest, are worth, noticing only &r their negative value. 
The temples of Riipur are to Ije counted by the score, hut all of much the same 
type. The undnished temple of Duxlhadhdri Mht^, as an instance of modem 
elaborate carving, is probably unrivalled in the Central Plovinees ; hut this beautiful 
building is disfiguiod by sculpture of the most indecent typo, executed in stucco on 
its exterior, and alone, of all other sculpture^ as if especially to attract athmtion, 
gaudily coloured. In the oourtyord of the temple are gathered a number of 
fragments, said to have been brought from Siipurj thtse hagments are of special 
interest j they are well executed, and prove that Buddhism and Jamism flounced m 
^irpur.

o 2. Arangj 24 miles east of Eypur. Here there are many fine old tanks all 
around, with numerous remains of temples and sculptures which are diieilv 
BmhmanicaL Tlie only temple that is now standing is a Jaina one, and this would 
prolxably have fallen some time ago. had it not been held together iiy two iron 
lauds, which the surveyors put around it when they used it aa a mrvej station. 
BaK a mile further to the east is tlie BSge^^ma temple, which k visited by all the 
pilgrims on their to Jagann^tha. To the west of the town, on the Ijant of the 
Mah^kya tank, there is a smaD temple dedicated to the MaMndiyft or “Great 
ilothor." Many fragments of sculpture are collected here, with a brokra ingfdption 
slab containing 18 linos of uTitmg. Inside tlie enclosure there are two naked Jaina 
figures half l^e-suKs A second tank, called the Narayana Tai lies to tlie west of 
the kfafiAmaya tank from which it is only separated by an emhanknmnt. On its 
banks are many life-size statnos of Vislipu with numerous squared stones of large 
dimensioiia, the remains of some ancient templo. Foundations and pillar Ijasra are 
found when digging for bricks. In 1881, General Cmmingham found, anmmr 
the rough flat stones collected near the Police station, a slab bearing two short 
iHdcrip. totld in the old cbai^oters found on the Amaravati has aU

The principal 
temple of RAilva-lodiana is lidted by tliousands of pilgrims on their way to .lagan* 
nStha in Orissa. Thev come to pay tlieir devotions to Rftinadiaiuira, wbos; statue is 
said to be enslirined imide. But the figure is actually one of the common four-armed 
representations of Vishnu Itimself, with lus usual symljols of the olub, tiie discus, the 
shell and* the iotns.

Tins fine buildiu", 50 feet in length by 25J feet 
in breadth, rises from a platform 69 feet in length by 43 fei*t in lireadth* with a height 
of 8 feet. The or Iiali, is 37 feet 9 inelies in length from north to scnith, 

by 17 feet in breadth, and is open only at the northern end. There are two Jiiglits of 
steps at the north-west and south-west ooniem of tlie platform leading into the western 
end of the hall, through two side dooi>i. At the east end of the hall, there is the 
usiml small antartih,oT antfj.clianil>er, leading into the sanctuary, wMeb, as usual, h 
nearly quite dark. I'hi? flat roof of the liall is supported on two rows of six pillars 
each down tin* nuddle, and a single row of six pilasters on either sidei The pillars 
are aqnaro, the lower half lieing quite plain, and the upper half highly ornamenhsL 
But the twnlvft side pilasters are each ornamonted with a tall single figure sculptured 
on the face, after the fashion of the pillare of a Buddhistrailing. 

The spire of the sanctum is a square pyramid with carred sides. It is divided 
into five stages or rows of niches with corrugated pinacle'i at the corners, Te^ry 
much of the style of the great jHaMbodhi temple at Buddha Gayi. The base of 
the sanctum is 20 feet square outside. 

The courtyard of the temple is 147 feet in length from east to west, bv 102 foet 
in width. The principal entrance is on the west ade, but there h a small doorway 
or pofttnn on the east aide. Tlie main entrance l-ji itself a highly ornamented 
structure, with pillars and pilasters on both fronts of the doorway, l»tli inside and 
outside, forming two oj>e!n chamliers. In tho two oornere of the inner chamber are 
two figures, one a rude stone, coloured red, which has once liecn a statue of ILanuman, 
the other a hlack stone statue of Buddha, with the usual curly hair, sitting in 
contemplation under the Bodhi tree, with his right hand resting on his knee and his 
left hand on his lap. The ears arc pierced and elongated nfbiir the usual Buddhist 
fashion. It is not fixed in its position, and evidently is not in its projior position, 
even supposing it to represent the Buddha acatarn of Yishuu, which is quite possible. 
The doorway itself is most elaborately carved, and witli its baldly sculptured pillars 
and pilasters in front, tho entrance to the tem]jle forms a very striking and Jiand- 
some structure. 

(2) Temple of Bdje^vara. Immediately opposite to the great temple, and onlv 
18 feet distant, stanrls the snmll littuam temple of E^jo^vara. Its plan is similar 
to that of the great temple, with a long tnttndapa, ot^on at one end and supported on 
two rows of pillara down the centre, and a row of pilasters on each side, The 
matt^apa is only 22 foot 8 inches long from cast to west by 18 feet in Ijreadtlj.

(3) Temple of Eajiva Ttilin. This is a small building, fw*t to the west of the 
liLst, now dedicated to Siva, It is 17 feet 4 inches long by 13 foot broad outeide.

(4) Temple of Ddnoivara, Tlus Ls a Saiva temple of oonijianitively modem type.

^ (0) Temple of Efimaebandra. At a short distance to the south there h a compara¬ 
tively modem temple said to hare been built aljout 250 years ago (some say 400 
years) by Govind TM, a ^eth and Banla (banker and grain merohant), who was also 
tlie KamiSdviMiSr of EMpur. Hie pillars and pilasters of this temple are all from 
some older building and are said to have been brought from the ruins at ^irjiur. On 
one of the pilasters there is n short insfription of a pilgrim in characters of the 8tJj 
or 0th century, reading Sri Lokapala, 

• (7) Knlesvara Tionple. On an island, which once formed the fork of land bet¬ 
ween the Pairi and Mahftnadi rivers, there is an old temple dedicated to the Kuldvara 
liaffo. A stout buttress wall, of an octagonal form, and 16 feet in height, 
has Ijeen built around the temple to preseiTB it from the encroachments of the two 
rivere lietwecn which it stands. The temple oonsista of the usual .quotum ]4^ feet 
square outjdde, with a mGtidapa, or hall leading to it, which is open in front, but 
closed at the sides like the old temples of the Eajlva-lochana group. A short in- 
^rrtptian cd two I j np^ on one of the pillars records an inundation of former days, which 
threatened to cany away the temple, a translation of which is “when the waters 
surrounded tha temple of feva I stayed hero, while Jugal Edv's throne of Sambhu 
stood firm as a pillar." 

The old injtcrfpttOtl found at EAjim is that of Tivara !Dcva, who calls himself 
“ TTiifiCT ^ of Eosala.” It is engraved on three copper plates, joined by a ring, with a 
seal attaclied to it. The seal hears the ^mhols of Vidipu, namely, Ganula, the 
lotus, the shell and the disims. Tho inscription was published in the Asiatic 
Kesearclles, with a translation by H. H- Wilson, Vol. XV., 508. The plates were 
found some a or 6 feet under ground, dose to tho temple of R5jivu-loehana. The 
second and third are those already mentioned as hemg within tho temple of E&jiva* 
locbana, Tliertf are also several records of the visits of pilgrims carved on the pilhus of 
the temple. (General Cunningham^s Beports, VoL XV11., p. 6.) 

>^31. .Sahdspur in the Sahfispnr-Lohora samiwddri. The remains of a temple 
with an inscription in Sanskrit on the building, which shews that it was buiit in 
924, Kflrtika Sudi 2nd, liy R4ni Ijichmi Devi, who had two sons, Takudeva 
etirl Rajadeva, and a daughter, Hasahdevi of Sahaspur. The building is in a dilapi¬ 
dated condition.

^ 34. Sirpur, to the nortli-east of Bdjim and 40 miles lower dow-u tho right banh 
of tho MaMnadi ri ver, is tlio old village which is mentioned as Sdpura in a copper 
plato of the 4th centurj% The GandbeSvarn temple stands on the very brinlt of tbe 
river. The present temple is a compamtively modem one huUt up of old materiaLj. 
It is a tem]>lfe Sifveiral flcnlptures are coEeuted within tho enclosure; but the 

place is chiefly intertjsting for the- IbSrOptions which have Ijeen csollected hem, as the 
only temple in Sirpur which is now occupied. Tliere Ls also an tnsrriptttHt depo¬ 
sited in the Edipur Museum, which is said to have been taken from Sirpur. 

Them are several temples aliout lialf a milo to the north-east of the Gandlieivara 
temple, one of which, caOed the Lakshmano temple, is of iaige size, with the tower in 
fair preservation. One of the tnSf ription slabs must almost certainly have belonged 
to this temple. The Lakshmapa temple is built on the same plan, autl k almost 
exactly of the same size as the great temple of E^jim. It is built of stone and is 
still in excellent preseri'ation. The temple itself is of brick and lonsists of a sanctum 
and long maifdctpa. The sanctmn is still standing with, perhaps, three-fonrtlis of its 
tower, tolerably perfect; hut very Mttlo remains of the walls of the maKdrtpaf and 
the pillars and pilasters which once supported tlie roof are all gone. Tlie carvings 
tm tbe jambs of the door are of the Gujita stylo, such as is found at Bonfires and 
Eran. Tliere is a large statue of Tfshiiu lying outside the temple which may have 
lidonged to it. The temple seems to have been dedicated to Tishuu aa hLs atniSta^ 
are carved on the door jambs, and there is a vardbu figure on one of the broken 
pilasters. 

TLere are tlie remaius of two other brick temples close by, of which one is a 
complete ruin. A portion of tbe sanctum of the other still remains. 

I’lie largest temple at Sirpur is represented by a shapeleas mound, now known as 
tho "Surang” or GaEery, from the narrow passages which were found on its excava¬ 
tion. Tho insSrriptitltf slab which was found in this temple during its excavation 
is deposited in the Ha ipur Museum. 

Immediately outsiile the Gandhe^vam temple, on the east, them is a square 
enclosure surrounded witli walla of cut-stone, wbieh the people call the Chhotd Killa 
or little Fort.,^’ hut which seem to ho nothing more than the surrounding walls of 
a great temple- On thu west side of the Cblintft KillS several sculptures are coEected 
at a place called Dc’k’i-ka-sthana, which deri ves its name from the principal statue of 
Mahifiliasura-mardani devi, who is rt^presented, as usual, with eiglit arms killing 
ihe buffalo demon. Thiiie are numerous broken figures and other remains scattered 
about tlio vicinity of the Cbhota Kills. 

Tlu! Kakcla Tal is a fine sheet of water about liaE a mile to the east of the 
GandheSvara temple. It is alwut 250 or 30Q yards square, and to Eie south them is 
a ruined tort of about tho sanio dimensions. (Geneml Cuuningliani's Eeports, Vol.

Kr, 
Beglar 5p<3aks of '* endless fragments of cut and sculptured stone ” which weire being 
carted in from the yicinity in (1873-74) and from Kotgad, 3 miles to the north, to 
build a Bania's houso^ and in 1875-76 when passing through this place he discovered 
a figment of insrriptiott of great interest. There have been at least three old 
temples here, hnt only the sites now indicate their former existence.

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4. Arnarakantak in the lulls in the north of Bilaspur, is the source of the 
NarmadA and Son rivers. It forms the extreme eastern peat of the Mahital range 
of Mill. It k a great place for pilgrims, some on their way to or from Jagannitha 
from Upper India, others doing the pradaHhina of the Narmada. The objects 
of veneratiDn at Arnarakantak are the statues of Narmadd Mai, the various ^aioa- 
lingai and statues, and some VaishnaTa ones, while the holy ku^da at the head of 
the infant river is considered aU-poweiful in w^hing away 

(1), Architecturally, however, there is but one temple of intisrest, and that is 
the great deserted one known as the Karna Mandira and traditionally ascribed 
to Earna EAjd. As it stands at present, it lias the appearance of three distinct 
temples on one largo raised platform, but this is duo either to the great connecting 
mtt/idmaMapa having been destroyed or never completed, and it was no doubt 
intendofl as a throe-shrined temple. The mouldings are bold and el(^nt hnt perfectly 
plain, as is an fact the whole temple; the little carving that exM« is con&ned to 
the upper portiona of the towers, and is merely of the plain horso-ahoe type. 
ThM is the oldest existing temple in the place; it is neglected, but a few pilgrims 
visit it and place offeringsof iiowers on theSoivio emblems. 

(2j. Two hundred feet to the north of this is a half-mincfl temple, consisting 
simply of a cell with a portico, the latter being supported upon fourteen pillars and 
two pilaaters. Tlie spire has fallen in. The temple seems to Iw mnch more lecent 
tlian the great Earna temple, and hofh material and execudon are coarse. 

(3), (4) and (3). To the north of the last are three small temples in a lino 
which consist of only a cell each with a small tower roof. 

(6). To the west of these is a large temple facing north, ascribed to the Bhonsles; 
it is well plastered over hut not whitewashed; to the west of this is another sinular 
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one facing east; the two ate pined together, foTtmng a single temple by being mafle 
to open into a common whose entrance fac^ east; Gane^a la oTor the 

doorway at tho east «n<L In the weei; sanctum is a four-armed statue, as also in the 
south one. The statues are fine ones. 

(7). To tbo north of this is another Large temple. The hall ia opan ail round 
to within a couple of feet of the fioor, and is supported upon sixteen pillars, 
pilasters, and dwarf pillars. The temple faces east and has Gapda sculptm^l 

over the doorway. n i 

(S). To tho east of this is a smaO half mined temple, consisting of only a cell anu 

an aiitnrdia', the has, probahly, disappeared long ago. Tliis temple, judg¬ 

ing from the execution, style and weathering, appears to be old. It faces north. The 
sanctum contains a four-armed female statue said to represent NarmadS Mai, 
but she has now only three arms left, the fourth having been broken off- 

(0), Almost touching this temple, and to the east, is another temple quite 
mined, leaving the hack wall and portions of side walls of the sanctum alone stand¬ 
ing. The temple is similar in appearance, material, and execution to the last des¬ 
cribed. It faces east and enshrines a four^armed male statue fully equal to the four- 
armed female statue in the last temple in excellenee. The statue is now known as 
the statue of the Son river god, but it is undeniably ono of Tishnn, holding in the 
foiu* hands the sankha^ chakra^ gttddf and lotos, and the fish and tortoise are 
sculptured on cither side of the head, Altogetlier this statue is a very fine spedmen 
of Boulpture. Tliese two temples are the only ones that ean be ascribed to an age 
rivalling, if not surpassing, that of the Karna temple, but Ijofli are much ruined. 

(]0), To the east of this is a large temple of Mahadeva anular to temple

(11) , To the north of No. (8) is a small modem shrine. 

(12) . To the north-west of this is a group of recently erected temples oonsistiog 
of a central chhalri with two pairs of ehar»gm^ or foot-prints, sculptured on stone in 
the centre. The surrounding temples are four in number containing statues of 
Eunaman, Gtane^a, a coarsely executed seated tiguro of Siva, and a four-armed one 
of Ylshnu, the last a fine statue and probaldy taken from some older temple, 

(13) . To the west of tins is a small modem shrine. 

(14) , At the north-«ist comer of No. (12) group is a small temple, facing north, 
of MaliMova, with horfse-shoo arched doorways. 

Near the north end of this group of temples are the remmns of a reservoir with 
pftjtJ&fl sidffi, which must (mce tiave been the holy kui^fla of Narmada. It is now 
nearly full of earth, but there is still a Ettle water in its hollows. It is entirely 
disused. Beyond this rraervoir aio the recent groups of temph^, begi nnin g with 
a solitary stuccoed small modem temple. To the north-west of this, about 200 
feet distant, a siinilaT onei, and another 200 feet, to the north-east of this one, is a 
large temple facing east, and close to it another s imilar one. To tlie north of thesf 
Is the present holy or reservoir, with flights of steps and masonry revetments- 

This jtiiwflto, as may be expected, is full of parricularly dir^ water, loaded as it is 
vrith the moral and physical filth from numberless pilgrims. A small trickling

10. Chhattisgad or Mahft-Kosala. Maha-KosaJa compriged the whole of the 
upper valley of the MahAnadi and ite tributaries, from the source of tlie Nannadd 
at Amarakantak, on the north, to the source of the Mahiinadi itself, near KAnkar 
cm the Bouth, and from the valley of the Wen GangA on the west, to the HArda and 
Jouk nvers on the east.

11* Dhanpur, alxjut 5 imies to tbe north of PcndrS* Here aie tho ruiiiB 
of DhanpiiTj froniL whence numerous statues, stones, ajid. ancieiit fragment a are hcingj 
and hare long been brought to Pendra, which is the head-quarters of the Pendra 
chief. The ruins are very estensire, covering nearly four wiuare miles of ground; 
the great nnas of the ruins are, however, compressed within an area of barely half a 
square milo. Amongst these ia the great tank known as the Bhantara tank; here 
axe several fragments of sculpture. Half a mile to tho north of the tank are 
several low mmimls scattered about in scrub jungle j the first group consists of 
sit temples i half a mUe to the west of this is a group of ruins of four temples, 
besidea seveial smaller detached or isolated shrines dose by- To the nortli of 
these is a long chain of tanks. Upon the low mgged bilioeka on the opposite bonk 
of the tftnVs is a moimd of mins consisting of a group of four large temples 
apparently Jnina. Not far from these is the tank known as SohhimAtha, on the 
margin of which are collected numerons Jaioa fragments. Among the ruins Brahmani- 
cal statues are to he seen} the tank dose to the ruins of the first group is called Hatha 
ialav. The temples are of brick and stone, and also exclusively of stone, tbe bricks 
being of the very large old pattern such as found at ^irpur. The ruins might repay 
further exploraiiou as much may be hidden away in the jungle around. (Cunning¬ 
ham's EeiJorts, Tol. VII., page 237') 

/ 12. Gotaura, 8 miles weat-north-west of Kotmi. Here are numerous statues 
carefully executed and finished in black stone, and in excellent preserration* There 
are the sites of several temples. 

/ 13. Janjgir, about 22 miles north of SeorinSrSyan, Ilere arc two temples, 

one of which is much dilapidated, and the other never was finished. These are the 
only two existing temples, but there is no doubt that others also existed in andent 
times. Architecturally the temples arc veory mtereeting. The smaller of tlie two is 
complete and is profusely sculptured; it would seem to have been Taishpava. There 
are on the temple in two spaces between the aculptured scenes two mutilated lines 
of mgcrtptton. For a full description of these temples aud statues see Cunningham's 
Eeports, Vol Vll., p. 2(Mi seq. Sixteen miles due north of Janjgir and 8 
miles to the north-east of Bdiuda is said to be a cave ia tbe hills containing fine 
sculptures, pillars, etc. 

14. Jundshahar dose to Batanpur. Here are tbe remains of several 
buildings, and on the hilbare a few temples, but there is nothing of great antiiinity 
or even of interest.

* 16, Kharod, 3 miles to the norlU-wcst of Seorinar^yan. The temple of 
Lakshmelvara, though not the oldest, is certainly the largest and most imiJortant 
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It is stai in use, awl witMn it is an ^ inscription dated in CAedi Samvat 
033, Tvliich opoTiB Trith an invocatum to Siva, The temple is plain. Beside tha 
great temple there are mimerons smaller ones; two oompamtiTely large ones are 
near the from SeormArAyan to the village. Of these one is neglceted aid in mins, 
the other is still cared for and is adorned witli sculpture collected from all sides. 
The temple is dedioated to Devt There are traces of smaU temples in the vicinity' 
and numeroua fragments alwut the village. Beyond and to the north of tfao ^-illag^ 
are the r^ms of a group of small temples, the entrances of wMch have lean 
adorned with fine sculpture. (Cimningliam^fl Reports, ToL YTT., 201.) 

16, Kosgain, a hill fort. From here a ramarkahle msSfriptiCR was brought 
away—a reddish stone inscribed on Ixrth rides. (See Cumungham’s Eeports VIL 

214, Note, and Vol. Xm., p, 167.) 

17, Kotgad, about 13 miles west-north-west of Janjgir, and 3 miles north 
of AkaltArft, 'NTitliin the fort are the remains of sculptured temples, but there w 
nothing now etanding, and the materials have been nsed up at AhaltArL There are 
two gates to the fort on the east and west, the west one stUl standing with fretted 
arches. Tbei*e is an in^rrtpfton in the gateway in charaetere resembling those of the 
10th oentury. Close to the place is the village of Muhammadpnr where there is 
an in^rrtpllpiT said to have been brought from the niins in the fort by stone cutters 
but preserved by the mdlgusdr. It is incconplete, its characters resembling tljose of 
the inscription on the gateway of the fort. (Cunningham^s Reports, VXL, 212.) 

18, Kotmi, about 6 milra west of AkaltAiA. A large tanlc and fort, but 
nothing of interest, 

19, Laphagad, 12 miles to the north of PAli. An old fort. The fort walls 
are very irregular following the direction of the edge of the plateau of the hill. 
In some places the wall is of cut-stone, in others of rubble. TTia gateways have 
been rather clnhorately decorated with pUlars and statues in niches, and in some 
cases the ordinary guard-rooms contained in them seem to have been used as slirmes. 
Close to the Siugh BvAra is a temple built of cut-stouo, romarkahly plain but not 
ugly, built in the style of the 'Wyragad temples, In the ahrine is a statue of 
Mahislinsura-mardaui (Cnimingham'& lleports, YII., 210.) 

f 20, Mai hfir, 1C miles south-east of Bilaspur, An earthen fort, Aninsffrtption 
was carried from here to the Raipur museum. (Cunningham's Reports, VH., 214.) 

21. Manipur, lo miles north of Eatanpur. Remains of tanks, temples, and 
other buildings on hills close to the lillage. 

22. Muhammadpur, see Kotgad. 

23. Pdli, 12 miles to the north-east of Eatanpur. Here at the extreme 
south-west end of the village is a fine targe tank with the remains of several templeson 
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its banka. Of tbcso all but one ate mere lieaps of stones, and all trtoopt one appmr 
to have l)een small. The exifitmg temple though par^y ruined appears to be a tine 

There are some inscribed upon the building. The upper portion of the 

tower has lost its courses of soulptured stonc-facmg, and now rl^es bare and nigged 
crowned by an dmaluia. Tho temple was dedicated to Siva. (Cunningham’s 

Reports, yil., 217.) 

24 PdndAtar^, about 50 miles west of Bflilspur, near the foot of the Jlaikal 
range. Rflld to bo a very ancient town, and beops of bnried debris are often come 
upon in making excavations in the neighbourhood. 

25. Pendrd, the head-qnartcra of the cliicfehip of the same name. Thy 
remains of a fort. 

/ 26. Ratanpur, 11 miles north of Bilespiir. Tlic rymaios here are few and 
date mostly to recent times, Tlio earliest remains consist of the rains of one or more 
temples whose pillars and ficulpture have been utilised in the adornment of the gates 
and posterns of the fort, and of the buildings in the palace known as Bftdal Mahal. 
The door frame of a temple, richly carved, does duty as a postern in. the fort walls, 
Withm the fort, a oolonnado, abutting against the interior face of the fort wall is 
camposed entirely of ancient pillars, and the back wall is encrusted with ancient 
sculptiu-e. 'Witirin the fort was discovared an Inssrription, ncm* partiaUy broken at 
the right hand edges, but still tolerably entire and in good preservation; tho stone 
lies exposed in the compound of the police station. It is dated Samvut 1207 and 
opens with an invocation to Siva, Tho existing temples are entirely modem. 
(Cunningham’s Reports, kll,, 214) 

^ 27. Seorlnlrdyan, 36 miles south-east of BiMspur, on the Imnks of thy 
\TahariAtii. This was formerly a faTorite r^dence of tho Ratanpur Court* and the 
royal ladies at certain eeasona repaired here to bathe in the sacred stream. The 
temple to NSrfivaaa, from which the place takes its name^ is* from tho insfrrtptian 
on one of its tablets, supposed to have been built about the Samsat year 89S. It is 
an object of interest on account of ite extreme antiquity, but possesses no archi¬ 
tectural beauty. 

28. Swetganja, a sacred reservoir with a temple. 

29. Tdrenga, on the Seonath river near BungH, 4 miles from Nandghdt on the 
Bil&.*par road, is said to contain antiquities. 

Bastar. 

/ 1. Dantivddd. The chief village of n subdivision of the same name in the Bastar 

State. It derives its importance from a celebratod temple to '* DauteSvarl" or Kali, 
the household goddess of the EAjas of Bastar for many generations. It is said that 
Merio sacrifice used to bo practised hero in former years, and in front of tho shrine 
is the stone or block to which the animaLs now sacrificed are tied before being 
kiUud. The rUlage is situated at the confluence of the Dankani and Saukahi rivers 
about 60 miles distant from Jagdolpur, and about 120 from Sironchi. 
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1. Sambalpur. Here there b & fort situated to the uortli-weBt of the town 
proper ; nothing romaina of it but the crumbling atone wall on the rbor face, and a 
few mouldering bastions. The remams of the moat are still viahl^ but it has been 
hero ami there filled up. The only gateway left b that of SamlAi near the temple of 
tho goddess Samlai, who was apparently the tutelar deity of Sambalpur, There 
are sevena other temples also within the precincts, the principal of which are those 
of PadmesTnii Deri, Bar& Jagannatha, and Anauta all hnilt between the 

year 1500 and 1600 A.B. They are of uniform design, and neither remarkable for 
beani^ of architecture nor for solidity of structure. There are also some remains of 
dwellings of former rAjSs within the fort, but most of them wore in such a dilapi¬ 
dated condition as to make their Tcmo\^ necessary. One only, which has some little 
pretensions to api^earance, was to have been repaired and nnyle available for the 
Jicoommodation of tho Native Chief visiting Sambalpur. (See also General Cunning, 
ham's Beports, 5D.) 

. 2. Arbhar, about 85 miles north-west of Sambalpur. Here there are some 
remains of an old temple oonstructed of fine brown stone without mortar, and b 
decorated with sculpture. It measures 25 yards by 16 yards. Tlio temple was 
dedicated to Kfib, whose image still exists in the middle of the building. It Las 
Men, and the only remains which now csist are two doorways, one before and the 
other behind the image. There are aome inscriptions in Decandgari characters. 

‘ 3, Barpdli, 31 miles south-west of Sambalpur. Temple of Sondesrari, said to 
be 300 years old, which was built by Bikram Singh, one of the anoeetors of the 
present Zaminddr of the place. Also the t45mple of Jagannatha, supposed to have been 
built 490 years ago by Hirday Sfii, also one of the Zaminddrs of tho pla(?e. 

4. BastipAlif 10 miles east of Saraipiili. An old temple a fort, but of nd 
particular interest 

>5. Borasambar, 8 miles south-west from Padampur. An old temple, con¬ 
structed of rough stones and mortar, dedicated to PatmAheSvar!. Tho image was 
established here by a fonner Zammddr of Borasambar, 

‘ 6. Gaisama, 25 miles south-west of Sambalpur. The temple of Baluke^vara. 
BJijft Abboy Singh had gone to visit the temple, and the priest requested the BijA to

Tile mlcrior 
oms am left half finidied, the excamtor having evidently met with some interrup¬ 
tion. which prevented the completion of his design. The platform of the caves is 
some 50 feot bdow the upper surface of the hill, from which it is reached by rather 
a difiieult scramble over some large boulders, where no one would think of going 
without some special object. 

On the plateau, not far from these caves, is a spring of most delicious water 
which is never dry. A basin alMut h fet square and 6 feet deep has been cut in 
the rock, which is here close to tile surface to receive the water. At the bottom the 
basin is under-cut, rude pillars of natural rock having been left to support the 
superincumbent mass. A second and third excavatbn of a similar kind occur in a 
line with the fimt, but the former are now choked up. This was, no doubt, intended 
for the supply of water to the monastery for which the caves just described were 

most probably designed.

An old temple of Devi, called 
Maddari. This has been partly rebuilt It stands in Survey No, 48 and consists of 
three shrines. The principal shrine liolds the image of Maddari, while the side ones 
have those of Kalika and Mah&deva. It is owned, by the ilobita family of Bhad. 
Three largo fairs are held here during the year in honour of the deity. There is a 
service indm of S12. The temple is situated in a picturesque spot in the midst 
of bills covered with forest, and stands on tbs way from Bnldilna to MhaalA. Also a 
sqnare masonry cistern into which three separato springs ore led tbrongh oow-hfad 
gargoyles.

OrigiimUy' called Shakar- 
kheliy hut subsequentlv changed to Fatehkhelda after a pitched hattifi fought here 
in 1724 between Nbam-ul-mnlk and Mubarb KMn. Here there b a very fine little 
masjid in exceDent preservation. It has a thiee-arehed facade and four free 
standing pillars. Tl»e latter have oct^onal shafts with square aipa and bases. 
Simple “little rosettes decorate the spandrila of the arches. Nearly aU the decoratbn 
b above the cornice. The roof has one central dome which stands upon an 
ornamental octagonal drum and four Utile lantern mindr,, one at each oomer. The 
mosque b surrounded by a garden and walled enclosure. It enjoys an tndm of fll7U 

for its up-keep.

It is 
cunous as there is no apparent watershed. People of all except low casL-men 
women and chilita^bathe ptomiseuously in it. The water is constantly changed 
as It passes through one aperture at the bottom as fast as it flows in. Low oastes use 
the^dirty water as it passes out below. Below the Hindu temple is the salt lake 
J^dmg dowm to which there Las been a magnificent flight of steps, a large portion 

Regarding this salt lake there is a wonderful legend of a giant named Londsura 
who lived in a subterraneous abode, made by himself, under a MU, about a mile from 
the place where the Tillage of LonAr now stands. TThen this monster had destroyed 
many human beings and animals, and threatened to overthrow even the gods, the 
klter became alarmed and supplicated Vishnu to rebove them from tlie danger. 
VBhnu asaumed the form of a beautiful youth to gain oTcr the assistance of the 
gaint $ two sisters. By their assistance he discovered the subterraneous dtt*elltng, and 
with a touch of bfe toe he tlirew off the covering of the den and found the^ant 
asleep. Engaging in single combat with him Vishnu slew binij and buried Mm in the 
yeiy pit be had made his home : this was the present salt lake of Lonftr. Ita water 
is supposed to be his blood, and the salt is his decomposed flesh. A hill standing, 
accarding to the Berir G^ttecr, 36 miles to the south-west of Lonflr, but accordmfj- 
to an informant only abodt a koss from it (?), is said to he the lid of the den thrown 
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oEE by Yisbnu, and is reported to coineide in sliape and slw ivitU the surface of 

^ The lalte is about & mile across, or three miles round, and is supposed to bo the crater 
of an ancient volcano. Bound the top of the basin is about Qre mBes and the sides 
slope ahniptly down, and are eoverod with jungle and trees estending in parte to tho 
margin of tie lake in which panthers and wild hog are occasionaUy found, and m 
which pea-fbwl generaUy abound. Keaxly in the centre of the late are said to Iw 
two deep fissures hitherto unfathomed, through which impregnaHon takes place 
dm-iug the monsoon, when only pure crystals of salt are obtaimjd from their edges 
by ilivera. But to enter these openings during the hot season would he certain di-ath. 
Erapotation takes place to a veiy considerable extent during the hot season, and 
leaves a crystallized deposit upon the surface that gives the lake the appearance of 
bring frozen over. This deposit ia carefully eollectcsd as the water evaporat^, as 
well as tho earth beneath it, which is also to a certain extent impregnate!. These 
deposits were formerly very mluabH and yielded a handsome rovenne to Go^ - 
eminent The rent at present is Rupees 4,000 per annum for a five years* lease, 
and tills is regarded by the contractors as unprofliable as the bke lias not dried up 

for many years. 

(1) The fimst temple is within the village to the south within a mud wall, 
Eorty years ago the whole Ijasement was buried in debris, but the sculpture were 
far more perfect than they are now. The liasement has been unearthed, and the 
temple otherwise thrown open, and now the first sight of it takes one by surprise. 

It is built on a basement of voy considerable extent and vaiying in lieight 
from five feet four inches to eight feet. The general fonn of this basement is that of 
a cross measuring from east to west about lOfi feet, and from north to south 84 feet. 
The comers arc "broken up in the usual manner by a number of re-entrant angles- 
On the east face a flight of steps {seven) ten feet eight incbca wide leads on to the 
terrace which is seventeen feet hrrad by sixteen feet three inches in dopth. Here is 
the principal entrance to the temple by a door eight feet four inches high by throe 
feet right inches wide. On the north side the corresponding seven steps are seven 
feet nine inches by three feet six mches, while on the south aide there are eight steps 
eight feet five inches wide, and a door seven feet three inches by three feet four 
inches. The whole of the interior or nearly so has faEen in and is supported by 
about two-ond-twenty arohes of brick and mortar. The m^ndapa has beon twenty, 
eight feet four inches by twenty-eigbt feet seven inches, supported by four columns 
enclosing a slightly raised pLatform. These columns measure three feet five inches 
at the basci and, so far as can be estimated, have been alwut ten feet high. Opposite 
each pillar has been a pilaster with demi-pilasters in the comers and midway between 
these on each wall an additbnal pilaster, except on the right aide of the north door, 
where there is a niche apparently opening into a reservoir of water. No lemaius of 
the ceiling or dome now exist. The anti-chamber is eleven, feet two inches brood by 
ten feet deep; the doorway has gone and has been built up ivith brick awl mortar; 
pilasters and semi-pilaiters support one architrave two feet nine inehea thick, over 
which is an octagonal frieze apparently eculptiired with troops. The angles below 
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thnsoota^nsre emhdlishod with of fibres; an on. a nu.ni. 
playing on a finfe, with women and cows on oithor dde; on the next is a fimire with 
four arms tE-amplm? on a prostiate fom and Imlding in two upper hands\ ch<,kra

on the other, and in the angles are nanoman and a eow. In the third is a 
fi^e 1^^ a mn round the waist between his thigha and apparently crnsldn^ his 
head mth hia hands, whilst two figures are represented on either dde.

Like those oi Amruth (AmbaiuAtha ?) and Somnn&tha, the srhole exterior of this 
temple is tme mass of sculpture, and the eaves and some of the barders ei^ rerv 
beautifM; but though the quantity of seulpturo is so great, the subjects are compara'- 
tively few,-gixb of the Hindu pautbeou. obscenily in its grossest forms, dandn- 
girls and musicians, and all the paraphernalia of debauchery. Many of the group^ 
visible forty years ago have since been knocked off, a piece of VandaHsm similar to that 
enacted at Elura where sovoml statues were emasculated to save the blmh® forsooth of 
two prudish ladies: but stfil traces remain to render it a case of « honi soit qui mal-v 
jiense*" ^ 

(2) . The next Hemfidpauti temple is to the north of the village, and midwav 
Iwtweem it and the temple and tank; it consists of a portico with smaP wings at each 
end open in front, but enclosed on the other side and supported by tlii4 lines of 
columns and pilasters opposite each column in the third rank. It measures 102 feet 
by 20 foet. and there has been an enclosed building in a lino with one of the wings. 

It b eupfioerf to have been a place of almsgiving; the recipients occupy the portitsJ 
while the victuals were cooked in the enclosure, 

(3) . To the east of the large temple i.s a fine Hemadpanti tank. It h enclosed 
by a stone wall eleven feet high, on throe sides of which are pi^sages of nine steps 
leading down to the first terrace, which is 85 feet square. The walls, both of the 
enclosure and at tlie sides of the steps, are ornamented with pretty pilasters and 
niches, whilst on the fourth aide is a charming balcony projecting over the first and 
second terraces. 
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There are four terraces decreasing in size in proportion with the dcecent. There 
^ six stops from the first to the second and the third, and from the third to the

t 43. Mehkar, 36 miles south-east of BuldAna. All that a few years ago repre¬ 
sented the once fine temple of Mehkar was a piotnresque ruin of standing columns 
and lintels, situated upon a very high basement or platform. The columns, judging 
from photographs, were of an old type and rather neat in design, and decorated with 
large lozenge-shaped ornament, convenliDnal eave^ and bands of geese. Ibese have 
now all disappeared. 

In 18B8 there was excavated at Mehkar an image of "liUSji” (Vishnu?), 
It is a well-carved, highly polished, hlackstone image, about life size. He stands 
with two hands hanging douTi and two bent upwards. In the right upper be holds 
the liandle of a club with the head of it resting lielow. The right lower holds a lotus 
bud j the left upper, the ebakra i and in the left lower hand ho holds the ^ankha* 
He u’cars several necklaces, and around his loins bang ornamental chains and 
hangings. He wears armlets, braedets, and anklets, and stands upon a lotus. "Upon 
his head is a vety high comcol bejewelled cap, with the kiritimukha set in front and 
above it a two aimed seated figure with a bow. At his feet on either side are 
smaller figures—on the right a dwarf with a seated female vrorsliipper with hands 
te^etiier, and on the left a siinilftr dwarf to the last with a taller standing figure. 
One dwarf holds a iankka, w hilst the other bolds the ehakra. The standing female 
figure holds the padma or lotus bud. Around the figure is a frame, pointed at the 
top, upon each side of which are small pands containiDg the avatdraa of Vishnu, 
four on each side. Above the ovatdraa, on either side, is a little nich, the right 
holding BrahmA, the left iSivA. Beliind the head is an ornamental halo. Tliough 
elaborately and minutely finished, the style of the figure and featuxra, and a general 
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rtiffness, savour Htrongly of very late if not quite modern worlananfiMp, The 
figure most certainly does not holong to the age of the old temple at Mohkar. It 
ja said to have been excavated at Mehtar and to have been found in a buried 

room, A new temple to enshrine this image has been erected upon the site of the 
nuns mentioned above.

It ijidm land rented at B5 for 
the up-keep of the service in the temple. It is in a ruinous state. 

' 61. Pimpalgfion RAjS, 20 mflea south-east of Malkapur. Within the environs of 
the town, to the southern side, thereisa suhterroneaii temple of the goddess Eenitka * 
it is about 30 feet deep, without masonry, three arohes leadinginfo a narrow passage 
hewn out of the rock; at the bottom is the idoL Close by are three flue cisterns. 
This tanple is said to be prior to the foundation of tbe town; tho goddc^ used to 
enjoy some annual allowance, which Aurangnib granted on being convinced by some 
miracles of the presence of divinity. 

*62. Rdjegdoa, 10 miles west of Mehkar. An old temple of Mahadeva of 
elegant construction. Has a fin© image in the shrine, Tbe temple is in good order. 

• 63, RAjur, 21 miles south of Malkipur. An old temple of Eame^vam in a 
dilapidated oondition. 

#^64. RoliinkhedA, 20 miles south of MalkApnr, A tempio of K&ldvara 
MahhAcva, partly rebuilt, but much ruinod. Also the old Jami Masjtd, originallv a 
well-built and decorated huilding, but now much dilapidated. It has an injfttiptian 
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m Pefsmu characters. The mmjid is built much on the same plan tmd lines as that 
at FatehfcUddft. 

So. SAkegAoii, 4 miles west of Chfkhli. The temple boro oonsists of a 
closed trtffprfapo, shrine, and porch. A largo portion of the hack of the slirine has 
fallen with most part of the iikbara. The walls are comparatb’elj" plain, being 
decorated by four or five linos of bold moulding round the plinth, simnounted 
by three bands of omament. In phm, all angles are right angles and the projectii^ 
faces of the vuajidapa walls are shallow. Those of the shrine arc bolder but plain 
and simple in outline. The part of the mhara that stands shews it to have been 
in the northern style of the same type as that of Govinde^vara at Sinnar. 

( 6G. Sfitgfion, 4 milfta north of Chifchli. Five HemAdpanti templfs—(!) The 
prmeipal one is just outside the west wall of the vilh^o, and almost adjoining it. 
(’2) On the north side are the remams of a small hut beautiful temple which appears 
to have Ijeen originaUy in the same enclosure. (3) The other three are close 
witliiu the villcse the largest of them is merely an oblong apartment 

containing the Ihiga and y(wi and an image of GaneSa, There has been a verandah 
in front supported by four oolumns j and the entrance has been elaborately sculp¬ 
tured. In the centre of this verandah is a large scnlpture of Tfandi, (1) The next 
in size con&iafa of four columns supporting the architraves* above which is the 
common simple roof. But the backs of the posterior pair of columns bt'ing only 
rough hewn, this may have only been the portico of another temple, (5) The fifth 
ia only a cell distinguishable as Hemkdpanti only by the pilasters on each side 
of the entrance. 

The principal temple faces the west. The ball is about sixteen feet sir inches 
square with portiooes to the north* south* and west- To the east are the antechamber 
In ^be centre of the hall is the dais* so co T i rmcn m these temples* 
^1nf^ feet (? inches) high and eight feet two inches square, npon the comers of which 
stand columns two feet square and seven feet ten inches high. Opposito these, at 
four feet two inches distance on the east side^ are pilasters formiiig the entrance to the 
vostiiule of the shrine* while at the same distance cm the other sides are somewhat 
colunms only one foot six inches square at the base and seven feet three 
inches high. There ore another pair formmg the fronts of the porticoes which are 
al»out five feet wide. AH round, the temples and its porticoes are open, with a low 
screen wall about two feet high, ornamented by dwarf pilasters, beU'een each pair 
of which are dancing figurt^. The coping of this screen is a broad slab supported 
within by brackets ornamented with Ugeca and elephants’ heads outside. 

The vestibule of flic shrine ia sis feet wide and four foot four inches deep, on either 
side of which is a handsome niche in which are the remains of statues. Over the 
pilastere, on each side the entrance to it, is an extra capital crowned by one elephant, 
and this is repeated all round the temple. The ontrsnee to the sanctuary is charmingly 
sculptured, and the whole face ia of polished black marble. Gane^ as usual flourishes 
on the cfentre of the lintel of the door. The shrine is six feet square, and inmde are

- 5. GondeSvara, a hamlet adjacent to Basini. A amall temple of Bfiiaji in 
buck and mortar. 

-6. Mangarul Pir, 20 miles north-east of BSsim. The evidences of old 
mosques and other buildings partiaUy and whoUy in ruins indicate that Man-arul 
was once a much more prosperous place than it is at present. Upon high g^nnd 
overlooking the town stands the dargdh of HjTit Kalandar. It is said to have been 
oonatrueted 600 years ago. It is an elegant building but plain. On the left side of 
the is an inmiptiojt of 1146. The place enjoys an indm grant of fiOOO for

The temple of Mahadova, a small 
Hem^panti shrine. On the banks of the river Pus, on the road to Bfisim, are tho 
romains of some small HemAdpanti shrines, and a larger temple of this class baa 
been partly excavated. 

Sirpur, 12 miles west by north of BAsim. Famous for the shrine of 
^tankaha Pflr^vanAtha, a saerod iwort of tho Jains. There is here a small but ancient 
Jama temple having a horizontal dome with pendants ricUy carved. 
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1. Ashtona, in Edftpur tSluid. A temple of 3IaMdeFa. 

2. Bbain, 16 miles south of Teoti^ on the Aran riTer. Buiim of immense 
buildings of stone coveriiig a very large and now overgrown with jungle. 

. 3. Dabhadi, 25 miles south of Darva. The temple of Omkaresvam stands a 
quittter of a mile to the west of the village, ascribed to Hemadpant. It is 67i feet 
long, and the roof is supported upon 28 plain octagonal columns. It is in a ruined 
canditioiu In front k a dfpamdla and a tsarnddU or tomb sculptured with monkeys. 

> 4. Darva contains some old tombs belonging to the Q&zi b &mily which are 
heftntifnlly built in a fine-gmmed stone. 

- 6. DudhgSon, 2 miles east of Darva. The temple of §ri PanchaHng^^vara 

wnsifite of a shrine and and is supported inSpart by eighteen oolunma 

of black stone. The nwfleiajjo is enclosed upon throe sides but open on tho 
fourth, and around the waUs are niches.

J U. Ldrkhed, about 10 miles east of Darra, An old Hemadpanti temple of 
IJikshesvam ilahadeva consists of a shrine and aahU mattdapa supported upon six¬ 
teen carved pillars. 


• 15. Lohdrdt 2^ miles from Teotm&l. An old temple ascriljod to Hemddpant 
of sanctum and sal/M maadapa, the latter being supported upon eighteen 
blach stone colnnms, six of which are sculptured. 

16. Mahdgdon, 11 miles south-east of Earva. An old temple of Kamalelvara 
aMdeva consisting of a shrine and mbhd nwntfapo supported by dghteen columns, 

twelve of which are enclosed. Both aides of the entrance to the temple are well carved. 

17. Nimbha, 9 miles east of Darva. An old temple with a suhterranoan 
ball, the roof of which is supported by sixteen colunms, twelve of which are 
enclosed. The walls, on either ade of the entrance to the underground chamber, 
ate seulptnred. In the undeji^und room are placed the image of " Sri Eattatreya ” 
and the ten incarnations of Vishnu. The temple is held in great sanctity by the 
Hindus, who here offer their oblations to the manes of their deceased ancestors.
